THE Japanese schooner Suian 
Maru was yesterday seized by 
the authorities because of an al- 
leged attempt to run a schooner-loud of 
Jninuiese into Canada via Beecher Hay. 
Nine of the Japanese surreptitiously 
lauded were arrested at Purson's bridge 
and the provincial and city police are in 
pursuit of others, some of whom have 
reached Victoria and are In hiding. 

On Friday the Suian Mum, a thrco- 
masted schooner of about two hundred 
tons, n new vessel, arrived off Beeeher 
Buy and hovered about until after night- 
fall. Then, under cover of Darkness, an 
old sampan, the sole type of boats or 
dories on the quasi-fishing vessel, made 
many trips to land twenty-two Japanese 
among the trees In the desired land. 
There wore thirty-one left on board the 
schooner, which at daybreak started out. 
There was no wind, and lief ore the 
schooner was fur from where the twen- 
ty-two had been landed she was board- 
ed by Dr. Watt, quarantine oftlcer. 
Suspicious Movements 
The schooner was seen from the city 
yesterday morning hovering about 
Beeeher bay in a suspicious maimer, 
and her presence was reported to Dr. 
Watt. He went with the quarantine 
tug Enrle to investigate. The old Jap- 
anese captain had prepared for the doe- 
tor's coming. There were new- fishing 
lines and various Ashing gear — mostly 
short lines — scattered about the decks. 
This was in itself calculated to cause 
suspicion. The lines were new, and 
obviously never touched by water. They 
had never been used for the purpose of 
fishing, or for anything else but an at- 
tempt at deception; that was evident. 
Then, too, there were no dories such ns 
a fishing vessel would carry, no boats, 
nor anything to allow of fishing on the 
part of the crew of Ufty-tiirco Japanese. 
There ,was only one old sampan. 

"Where are you from?" asked Dr. 
Watt. 

"Have been fishing Copper islands," 
said the Japanese captain. 

"Very bad Weather Copper Islands; no 
can catch fish: drift here." 

The Japanese pointed to the fishing 
gear. The mate also pointed to the gear 
colled so iu'cely about the deck. 

"Weather too bad Copper islands. 
Now go New Westminster buy salt sal- 
mon." 

This wasn't so suspicious, but down in 
the hold there were forty bunks, and an 
accumulation of baggage. It was ihe 
usual baggage of I lie Japanese steerage 
passenger and entirely, dissimilar from 
the slop-chest clothes of the fisherman. 

The schooner was taken to Williams 
Head, the quarantine officer having ex- 
plained that it was necessry for the ves- 
sel to be fumigated and the baggage of 
those on board dlseufected. When the 
bagguge'was brought up there was much 
that was unclaimed. Finally the men 
who remained by the vessel said it be- 
longed to other-:. 

"What others?" asked the quarantine 
superintendent. 

Japanese Landed 
Soon the story came out; there- had 
been many Japanese landed. The cap- 
tain explained thai twenty-two men had 
run -uwuv when the schooner was at the 
other hay. 

The schooner was then turned over to 
the provincial police and taken to Ksqtii-

malt, where she was moored at the naval 
buoy and a patrol arranged lest some 
of the remaining 01 on board escaped. 

Without attracting attention lie slip- 
ped a little package of gold coins into 
the pocket of Dr. Watt. The doctor 
felt the jingling store of gold and put it 
aside as an exhibit in the case. Mean- 
while the Japanese shipmaster thought 
he had succeeded in bribing the official. 
The mate spoke some English, and lie 
maintained a story of fishing, rough 
weather and drifting to Victoria. He 
also denied that there had been any 
men landed. 

That mate was suave. He held to his 
tale until the evidence began to accum- 
ulate. Finally lie looked over tu the cup- 
tain and he said: "Shiga tagamii." which 
means, In effect "It can't be helped." 

Then they admit ted that the Suian 
Marti was a new schooner and on her 
maiden voyage. She had left Ogiuohnmu, 
a port nut far from Hakodate in North 
Japan on September 1st and hud sailed 
across the Pacific in 111 days, an average 
passage, bringing 53 In nil on board. 
They hud sailed Into the straits of Juan 
de Fucn a few days ago and on Friday 
put into Beeeher hay where 22 men 
were landed. Then the quarantine doctor 
had come, and the gear had been spread 
about the deck to deceive. 

Short of Water 

When the Suian Marti was brought 
into Esquimnlt it was found she was 
without fresh water and provisions were 
short; otherwise it is believed the vessel 
would have stood out to sea at once af- 
ter landing the 22 men at Beeeher 
hay. 

The vessel is held pending further ac- 
tion by the authorities.- She is liable to 
a fine of from $20 to ijylOO for not hav- 
ing given a list of her Bassengers to the 
immigration officer, and for further 
fines for having landed "passengers with- 
out calling at quarantine, for fines for 
having landed passengers without hav- 
ing entered, and other lines — the master 
has infracted many customs, quarantine 
and immigration regulations for all of 
which a penalty might bp enforced. 
Disguise Is -poor 

The mate was brought ashore and is 
at a Japanese boarding vjiouse. Some of 
the captured ones were Uressed in Jap- 
anese army uniforms. When on their 
way to the city they endeavored to pass 
as employees coming from the lish traps, 
but their clothing and appearance gave 
this the lie; while their personal effects 
also contradicted the claim that the 
men were fishermen. The thirteen still 
at large are expected to be apprehended 
shortly. , j Aa a..jQ. 

The Official Theory 

There is no reason why any attempt 
should he made to evade the regulations 
which govern flu? immigration of Japan- 
ese into Canada, that is, if the Japanese 
have left the homeland regularly ami 
with passports and are fit to puss medi- 
cal examination. The belief of the olll- 
eials is that these men have probably 
failed to pass the medical examination 
or have failed to secure passports to 
leave Japan, and have adopted this 
means of reaching the land they seek to 
enter. According to the immigration re- 
gulations any Japanese may land who is 
in a healthy condition and has the neces- 
sary passport with which every Japan- 
ese immigrant who leaves home regular- 
ly is armed. There is no head-tax or re- 
strictions similar to those which prevent 
Ihe landing of Chinese.

BUSINESS 
STEADILY EXPANDS 



Clearing House Returns Indicate Growing Impor- 
tance of City as a Commercial Centre— Some 
Facts and Figures 1 



BY the courtesy of Thomas Mac- 
kenzie, president of the Victoria 
clearing house, a Colonist re- 
porter was yesterday given access to the 
figures of that valuable institution for 
the purpose of verifying what has al- 
ready been stated in these columns, on 
sufficient, if less commanding, evidence 
upon the subject of the steady and con- 
siderable increase in the volume of gen- 
eral business in the city of Victoria, 
These figures and the conclusions to be 
deducted therefrom should constitute 
subject matter of pleasant contempla- 
tion. 

In comparative weekly statements it 
bus been amply shown that business in 
Victoria in recent times has progressed 
with steady increase. The figures now 
available conclusively prove in a definite 
and incontestable manner not only the 
fact, but the exact nnnual ratio under 
which that satisfactory result has been 
achieved. 

It may he argued that the figures of 
the clearing house taken for any given 
week and contrasted with some similar 
period in n previous year, might, under 
certain conditions, possibly have a mis- 
leading tendency nnd, like sentences of 
scripture detached from the context, bo 
used to convey wrong impressions; no 
such argument, however, can hold good 
in relation to the annual returns which, 
taken year by year, are a sure and im- 
mutable indication of the true position 
of affairs. 



Dealing, then, with the returns for the 
five years, 1002 to 1006, the clearing 
house figures are as fellows: 

1002 $2S,5SO,752 

1003 30,S1S,427 

100-1 33,070,009 

1005 30,890,404 

Showing an increase in these four com- 
plete years of approximately 30 per 
cent. As regards the business of the 
current year the comparison is as fol- 
lows: 

Returns from the nine months, Janu- 
ary to September, 1905, $27,348,002; for 
the same period in 1906, $31,880,852, an 
increase of four million dollars, equal to 
15 per cent, for the period aforesaid. 

To put it more plainly, it required iu 
the past three years to increase the fig- 
ures 30 per cent, while in the present it 
has taken only nine months to increase 
them 15 per cent. During the period of 
throe years, 1002 to 1905, the increase 
shows an average rnte of progress of 
approximately 10 per cent, per annum; 
consequently, the increase for the year 
1000, as far as at presnt tabulated, 
nnmely, 15 per cent, for the nine mouths, 
amounts to just double the rate of pro- 
gross of the' preceding years, the exact 
average rnte of increase for these years 
being ns follows:

BIG HAVANA GALE 



Hundreds of People in Cuba Are 
Reported Homeless and 
Destitute 



HAVANA, Oct. 20.— Words ex- 
pressive of the warmest appre- 
ciation and gratitude were heard 
on ail sides tonight when President 
Roosevelt's message of sympathy to tho 
people of Cuba because of the damage: 
wrought by the storm was made public. 
Reports received by Governor Magoou 
tonight from the provincial governors 
show that the hurricane was less dis- 
astrous than was at first believed to ba 
the case. 

The storm was confined mainly to the) 
provinces of Havana and Pinar del Rio. 
Bntabano, thirty miles southeast of Ha* 
vnna, was the only other town ex-cept 
the capital which suffered greatly. The 
mayor of that place reports that nino 
persons were killed nnd that mauy are; 
missing. 

The American stenmer Campbell, ply- 
ing between the Isle of Pines and tho 
coast, nnd the steamer Sara, went 
ashore and many small craft were 
wrecked. Numerous houses were blown 
down and hundreds of persons are home- 
less and destitute. The loss is estimated 
at $1100,(100. 

Governor Mngoou has directed Gov 
ernor Nunez, of Havana province, to ex- 
tend nid to Bntnbano, declaring that if 
the provincial treasury has not sufficient 
funds, he will find other means for re- 
lieving the distress. 

The mayor of San Luis, province of 
Pinar del Rio, and the center or tha 
rich tobaco districts, reports great dam- 
age having been wrought to seed tobac- 
co but no loss of life. 

At Matansuis, where the Twenty- 
eighth United Stutes infantry is en- 
camped, and at Cardenas, whore the 
Fifth infantry isc quartered, tents were 
blown down and considerable damage 
done to property.

Bank of England Will Further In- 
crease Discount Rate if 
Necessary 



London, Oct. 20.— After the surprise 
caused iu financial circles yesterday by 
the exceptional increase in the Hank of 
England's rate of discount, a feeling of 
great relief and confidence was manifest 
today as it wan believed that the (» per 
cent, ixotild prevent the export of fur- 
ther gold. Nevertheless, the stock mar- 
ket this morning continued to show 
much uneasiness, but there was an ab- 
sence of the feverish excitement which 
followed the first announcement of the 
increased rate. 

Banking circles showed notable satis- 
faction at the fact that the Hank of 
England had been able to stop the con- 
tinued heavy exports of gold to the 
United States. A British financier, dis- 
cussing the situation today, said: "'The 
United States can hardly expect London 
to finance the whole world, and we are 
now confident that our li per cent, rate 
is a safe and permanent protection 
against further inroads on our fund of 
gold. There is no thought nt present of 
a 7 per cent, rate, but 7 per cent, and 
even 8 will be adopted to protect Us 
against abnormal depletion of our gold 
reserve. Therefore, if (he United Slates 
continues to require gold for the move- 
ment of the crops or other needs, we feel 
that relief should come from the other 
side. Secretary Shaw once before re- 
lieved the situation of decreasing funds, 
and we in London cannot see why he 
should sit on his gold chests while the 
United States draws its needed supply 
of gold from London's depleted stock."

TRAFALGAR DAY. 

Thin is Trafalgar Day. It is memor- 
able, nut only because on October 21, 
1805, Britain asserled with the ronr of 
cannon her sovereignly of the seas, and 
- wrote it upon the page of history in 
the blood of her bravest sons; not only 
because on that day the incomparable 
Nelson fell, but also because it was -a 
pivotal day in the history of mankind. 
AVntorloo gave the world pence, by end- 
ing forever rhe ambitions of that amaz- 
ing Corsican to whom armies were as 
toy.«, kings ns puppets and kingdoms as 
counters in a great game; but without 
Trafalgar there could have boon no 
"Waterloo. For n time the glory of that 
day. when, as Tennyson says, "The ronr 
of Hngomonnt left Britain mightiest of 
nil nations under heaven," drowned the 
echoes from the great sea tight, but as 
time has slipped by, and we are able to 
see the events of the first quarter of the 
Nineteenth century in their true perspec- 
tive, we understand better what Trafal- 
gar was. Hut the importance of the 
overthrow erf the French and Spanish 
fleets was by no means Unappreciated at 
the time, although, strange to say, the 
man whose plans received the greatest 
blow that day failed to realize it. Mad- 
ame Junot, in her memoirs of Napoleon, 
tells us that the emperor affected to re- 
gard the defeat simply as exasperating 
and nut as of prime importance, lie was 
furiously indignant at the Spanish ad- 
miral, hut lie did not grasp what the 
result of the battle meant to him and 
France. Madame Junot did. and bo did 
others about the emperor, but his tre- 
mendous personality so dominated every 
one that none dared tell him what was 
in their minds. He was intractable nt 

till times, but always ps| tally So in 

the face of disaster. . 

Madame Junot introduces her brief 
story of the battle in these words. "It 
■was the day of the battle of Trafalgar. 
On his return M. Kayvenal t"ld us 
the news. Hi' wus overwhelmed with 
grief nt the disastrous event. Happen- 
ing as it did at the very moment our 
arms promised .such success— an event, 
too, which the enemy and events com- 
bined to follow up with such murderous 
destruction." After relating the facts 
lending up to the .sailing of the allied 
fleets, she tolis us that Napoleon's orders 
to V'illeueuve were as follows: "I delay I 
I he official announcement of Hosilly | 
having superseded you. Manage to 
gel. under way before it readies you. 
Seek the enemy, ami if you should have 
a successful engagement you will be 
pardoned. You musl risk all In gain 
nil." Thus it appears thai the emperor 
regarded the impending battle more ns 
uffordiug Villeueuve mi opportunity to 
redeem his reputation than as a i-risis 
in our career. Not so ninny others, for 
Madame .liiuol says: "The consetiueuces 
of the battle of Trafalgar were most 
dreadful. I was ihen in the habit of 
seeing men capable of judging of the 
extent of the disaster, ami who consid- 
ered it not even balanced by (he em- 
peror's victories." To appreciate what 
is mean I by iliis, reference musl be had 
to tvluil follows this expression of opin- 
ion. "When the Straits of Gibraltar 
were reddened with French blood, Napo- 
leon ums leading our eagles to victory 
on the plains of L'lm. The Grand Army 

* * * was advancing with gxuiu 
strides upon Austria, Hverj thing had 
been prepared with such ability thai 
nothing was wanting in tin- hour of need. 

* * " All at once, as if by a iiiuu- 
dale from heaven, the French army \\ h < 
sel in motion, lis course »as marked 
by the destruction of all thai opposed its 
progress." Then followed a series .it 

w lerful victories, perhaps the most 

wonderful the world has eV cr a At 

Werthuigeii, Guutzbourg, Weissuinburg, 
-Munich, Memmigeu, ISlchingen, Lange- 
viiu Weisseinburg and L'lm, all within 
seventeen days, the French arms were 
triumphant. Then came Brnnau, Salz- 
burg, Viceuza, Verona, and then Napo- 
leon entered Vienna in triumph. Then 
came Presburg, Uradisca, I dine, Lin- 
dan, Brogeulss and Brtinn, which left Na- 
poleon muster of Trieste. Then victor] 
after victory in Northern Italy. Then 
AusterliU, niter which three sover- 
eigns, the Emperur of Austria, the Em- 
peror of Uussln and the King of L'rtissiti 
sued for pence nt Napoleon's feet. Th.s 
Is the n ouderfnl record, and j ei, iii tim 
opinion of those who saw tilings clearly, 
at the time it did not balance Trafalgar. 

Well, therefore, may we honor the 



Rome nt the height of her greatness 
ruled over a region not much greater 
than Canada, and certainly not more 
richly endowed with those things which 
are the essential elements of stalwart 
nationality and permanent power. The 
Caesars substantially accomplished lit- 
tle more than sovereignty over x the 
shores of the Mediterranean. The 
ocean, the African deserts, the forests 
of Central Europe and the nncient civ- 
ilization of Asia barred the progress of 
their armies and limited the scope of 
their power. Canada fronts upon three 
ocentts, and regards them, not as an ob- 
stacle, hut as contributing to her de- 
velopment. There is no North so far dis- 
tant that Canada shrinks from subduing 
it, not with arms, but with the arts of 
civilization. Trackless forests are only 
to her so many sources of potential 
wealth; unexplored mountain ranges 
present no barriers to the enterprise of 
her sons. She presents to the world the 
sublime spectacle of a handful of free- 
j men undertaking the conquest of a re- 
gion of vaster dimensions than that over 
which Alexander the Greut held sway 
when "he wept for more worlds to con- 
quer." This is the task that we have set 
ourselves to do. The manner in which 
we shall discharge it is full of moment 
not to ourselves alone — for no people 
lean live wholly to themselves, but to 
humanity nt large. 

The great question for Canadians to 
consider is not as to how many acres 
we have upon which we can grow wheat, 
nor how many square miles of valuable 
forests we own, nor what is the wealth 
of our mines and of our fisheries, but, 
what shall be I he character of the peo- 
ple bretli in this grenl bind— this "last 
great gift of God to humanity"? Not 
breadth of domain, not natural wealth, 
not the number of the inhabitants con- 
stitute national greatness. but the 
character of the people. Therefore 
if we content ourselves with construct- 
ing railways to reach the furthest limits 
of our territory, with utilizing the vnsl 
material resources at our command and 
willi attracting to our vacant nrens the 
people of other lands, and fail at the 
same time to build up our national char- 
acter, wo will be like the foolish man 
"who built his house upon Ihe sand." No 
people ever had a greater opportunity 
than we. No people ever had less ex- 
cuse for misusing their opportunity, for 
we have Ihe errors of others to warn us 
of the directions in which danger lies. 
It is not difllcult for a nation to become 
materially great; but it is difllcult for 
it to become morally great, and yet un- 
less moral strength is developed along 
with tlie development of our material 
resources, we vr\}\ make but a very poor 
use of the century, which we call our 
own. 

How shall we become morally strong 
ns a people? .Manifestly by adhering to 
sound principles in public life, and by 
tin- inculcation of the rules of right liv- 
ing in private life. That there is need 
for reform in public life everyone-' 
knows. Daily we are told thai politics 
| is a gnine of grab, that high office j 
I is only valued as a means of per- 
sonal aggrandizement, that tin- functions 
of government are employed only for [lie 
illegol advantage of a few favorites, 
Happily this is not wholly true. Even in 
tlic short history of the Dominion there 
have been men whose patriotism rose 
superior to selfishness, who refused to 
use power for personal advantage, ami 
who lived comparatively poor though the 
country prospered by the wisdom of 
their statesmanship. Happily', also, we 
have some such men with us today. But 
while this is true, and is n source of 
pride to al! Canadians, it cannot lie de- 
sired that there is much corruption in 
public life, which, if it is not checked, 
will lend to irreparable mischief. We 
are having just now an unveiling of 
| some tilings that are not pleasant to 
con temp la I e, and what is disclosed at- 
1 Inlets all the more attention for the rea- 
son that ii is not obscured by greal mat- 
j tors of policy. If I hose disclosures arc 
followed up by the ostracism from pub- 
: lie life of the men, who have violated 
their obligations ns public men or ns 
private citizens, no matter whal their 
j abilities may hi-, it will he a most ex 
I eellent thing for the country. One of the 
1 responsibilities resting upon Canadians 
is to purify public life. We are inviting 
j immigration, and among those who come 
i there will lie many who do nol under- 
stand the difference between freedom 
and licence. Let us see |o it Ihat^thcy 
are taught by example that free govern- 
ment may be honest government, ami 
that as n people we know how lo punish 
those who are false to its principles. 

One other matter, among many, may 
be mentioned. Hundreds and thousands 
of young men are coming to Canada. 
Tlie great majority of them are decent 
fellows, who come here with Ihe inten- 
tion of leading honorable and industrious 
lives. How ninny fail no one will ever 
know. How many would not have failed 
if those agencies— to which we look 
especially for the protection ami de- 
velopment of moral character, had been 
able to reach Iheni cannot be slated; but

Tenders for the repairs necessary to 
the gulf ferry steamer Princess Victoria 
as a result of the stranding on Lewis; 
rock on Wednesday night will he in by 
tomorrow, specifications for the work 
having been drawn up and in readiness 
for prospective tenderers.

The only injury ap- 
parent to the Hoor plates is in No. 2 bal- 
last tank. It is anticipated that the 
work will be completed within n month: 
at least efforts will be made to have the 
work done within that time and the 
steamer will then agnin be placed in ser- 
vice on the Victoria-Vancouver route, 
('apt. J. \V. Troup, superintendent of 
Ihe C. P. R. S. S. Co., who was at Ot- 
tawa attending a meeting of the light- 
house board arrived hist night. Mr. Me 
(■(Avail, superintending engineer of the 
C, P. H. is looking after the repair 
work, and tenders will be received to- 
morrow by him. The survey of the 
steamer was made by Messrs. T. G. 
Mitchell, Lloyd's surveyor and Mr. Reb- 
beck. 



TACOMA-VICTORIA. 

Steamship Service Sought by Chamber 
of Commerce of Sound Port. 

A special despatch from Tacoina 
says: "If the efforts of Ralph 11. Hoitt. 
of the traffic bureau of the Chamber of 
Commerce, are successful, a steamship 
service between Tacoma and Victoria 
will be inaugurated. The movement is 
backed by the Victoria Loan! of Trade, 
which is anxious to secure direct com- 
munication wilh this city. The Victoria 
people have addressed a letter lo the 
Canadian Pacific company, advising 
thai application will be made to the 
government for a subsidy for a steamer 
lo carry mails to down-Sound points 
and thai preference will he given that 
company in the application providing it 
is willing to establish the required ser- 
vice. 

The Tacoina chamber is supporting 
the proposal. The Canadian Pacific rail- 
way steamer at present visiting Seattle 
is debarred from coming here, also, ow- 
ing to the fact that il Hies the British 
Hag and cannot call at more than one 
American port. This may be remedied 
by the employment of a steamer with a 
United States register. 



DID SLOOP FOUNDER ? 

Arrival From West Coast Sighted 
Fishing Vessel in Distress. 

.10. K. I lard wick, who has been spend 
ing some lime al the residence of the 
missionary al Clo-oose s'.ntcd yesterdaj 
that on Saturday, the 13th, he and oth- 
ers sighted n sloop, presumably n fish- 
ing vessel, laboring during rough wea- 
ther and seemingly driving toward the 
shore. There were several occupants of 
the vessel and evidently they were en- 
deavoring lo work the vessel in lo an 
anchorage. After struggling for a time 
they abandoned the attempt and lei the 
vessel pim in the direction of Cape Beale. 
die and other watchers though! they 
would make the land in the neighbor- 
hood of Niiinnt. 

A very heavy sea running and a 
strong wind blowing, they were much 
alarmed for the vessel and went some 
distance to endeavor to locate il. bill 
nothing Was seen of the vessel after il 
passed ihe point. A telegram was sent 
to Cape Beale asking if anything had 
been seen of the craft, but the lightkeep- 
er replied thai nothing bad been noticed 
from Cape Beale. Two days later, on 
Monday, the luili, I). Logan, lineman, 
found a small grey-painted natneboard, 
marked "Daisy" on Clanewah beach, a 
short distance from where Ihe Valencia 
drove ashore, and midway between 
Clo-oose and Pacheua point, where the 
new lighthouse is being built. A new 
tiller, which hail obviously mil long been 
in Ihe water was found al Clo-oose. and 
llardwick believes that the vessel 
seen by him on Saturday had foundered. 



THE ESKASONI. 

Salvage Bill of $10,000 for Towing 
Ship Bound Here to Hongkong. 

The British ship Eskasonl, which 
was lowed into Hongkong In a partial- 
ly wrecked condition after having been 
dismasted in a storm encountered 
when en route from Manila In ballast 
for Royal Roads, will have a big sal- 
vage bill to settle according to later 
advices received here. The Eskasonl 
was picked up by a steamer with her 
lore and main topmasts sprung and her 
decks damaged, and was taken to 
Hongkong, where repairs will he made 
as soon as possible. It is anticipated 
that Home delay will take place ,as 
the dockyards are overworked In con- 
sequence of the recent typhoon. The 
steamer which towed the Eskasonl to 
the British port of China put in a 
claim for ten thousand dollars. This 
bill will be settled by arbitrators. 



NEW SOUND STEAMER, 

Indianapolis Will Go On Straits Run 
When Now Steamer Arrives. 

On arrival of the steamer Iroquois, 
which is to replace the Indianapolis, 
the latter vessel will be placed In ser- 
vice from Seattle to Port Townsend, 
Port Angeles and other points In the 
Straits of Juan do b'uea. Tho Iro- 
(itiols has n licence for me carrying of 
1SIG0 passengers on excursions, and has 
sleeping accommodation for 150. Both 
the Iroquois and Chippewa have been 
taken over by Superintendent Peabody 
and George Lent, Superintending engi- 
neer Is preparing them for the 18,000- 
mlle voyage to Puget Sound.

IMPROVING SERVICES. 

Two 12,000-Ton Japnneso Steamers for 
the Toyo Kisen Line. 

The Japanese steamship companies 
continue to improve their services on 
the Pacific, and negotiations ere being 
continued for the purchase of the* Pa- 
cific Mail liners. A price has hecn 
offer/ed to E. H Harriman by the Toyo 
Kisen Kaisha for the steamers Mon- 
golia. Manchuria, Siberia, Korea and 
China; but the Pacific Mall line has 
refused the offer pending the decision 
of the United States government with 
regard to subsidies. it the Ship Sub- 
sidy Bill falls to puss, it is not Im- 
probable thai the liners will pass to 
the Japanese. Tho Toyo Klsen Kaisha 
Is building two new liners at Naga- 
saki for its service between Chinese 
and Japanese ports, Honolulu and San 
Francisco. The now steamers, which 
will be larger than the three liners 
now In service-- the America Maru, 
Nippon Maru and Honolulu Maru — will 
be alike in every particular. They will 
be aVS feet long over all. IK! feel beam 
and 39 feet moulded depth. They 
will be englncd with turbines, being 
the first turbine steamers to run across 
the Pacific from the Orient. They 
will each be of 12,(1110 tons and capable 
of steabilng 19V4 knots an hour. There 
will lie accommodation for 250 saloon 
passengers. The first will be com- 
pleted within a year from date, and 
the second a year later. 



TO BUILD TUGS 

Tenders for New Vessel Being In- 
vited — Small Tugs in Demand. 

Tenders are being invited by George 
McGregor, owner of the tug Sudle and 
a member of the Boscowltz Steamship 
Company, which operates (he steamer 
Venture from this port, for the con- 
struction of a steair. tug, for the 
building of which tenders are to be in 
today. it will be much larger than 
the Sadie. The dimensions are as fol- 
lows: Length, DO feet; beam, lti 
feet, and depth 10 feet. .\ second tug 
will also probably be built of about 
the slse of the Albion, of late there 
has been a growing demand for small 
tugs, particularly during the cannery 
season, when so many are used as ten- 
ders to the various traps and canner- 
ies. 



SHINANO I NTYPHOON. 

Japanese Liner Was Caught in Storm 
Ninety Miles Out From Hongkong. 

Steamer Sbinano Maru. which ar- 
rived on Tuesday, was caught in tho 
heavy typhoon which swept down upon 
Hongkong so suddenly on September 
IS. and which caused such damage. 
The Sbinano was ninety miles from 
Hongkong, bound from that port lo 
Yokohama, and her ports and ventilat- 
ors were open. I'm- the weather was 
hot and sultry. Suddenly, without 
any warning, says Captain Kaw.-ira, 
Ihe typhoon swept over the steamer, 
flooding staterooms ami cabins and 
doing much damage. The steamer en- 
countered a second typhoon later, 
when off ihe b'ormosan coast, but es- 
caped damage. 

Advices were received from Hong- 
kong by the Sbinano .Maru that the 
Chinese, ai llrsi hiding their losses, 
quickly came lo the police lo report 
when they learned that subscriptions 
were being raised to reimburse them 
for the loss of their junks. Somo 
came to report twice, thinking to he 
paid for two vessels. The South Chi- 
na Morning Post tells of how the local 
government is preventing cheating in 
this manner as follows: 

'•'l'bi! Chinese are reporting al the 
different police stations the value of 
their boats destroyed, and now that 
they find the government lias promoted 
a scheme to replace the lost craft, a 
number of them have gone a second 
time and reported the amount of their 
loss treble that of their rlrst statement. 
It has therefore been suggested that 
similar measures should be taken by 
the Tung Wa Hospital to those adopt- 
ed In the last great typhoon, when 
the applicants for relief were Interro- 
gated before caudles in front of a Joss. 
This practice was found very success- 
ful. 

"Hongkong has frequently suffered 
from typhoons. The harbor lies in 
Hticli a position thai with the wind in a 
certain direction the whole urea of tho 
harbor Is practically swept from end 
to end. It is doubllcss the case that 
the force of the wind is not lessened 
but rather Increased by the lie of the 
bills, which act us u funnel dou'n 
which the rushing atmosphere sweeps 
pell mcll. carrying all before it."

Cumber Prices. — It Is reported from 
Vancouver that a shortage of logs and 
another rise In the price of lumber is 
looked forward to by loggers and mill- 
men within a short time. Cogs are 
now selling at $9.50 to 510.50 per 
thousand feet, and rough lumber is 
sold at $14 a thousand. Sawmill 
owners claim that the cost of manu- 
facturing lumber has greatly Increased 
during the past year, and consequently 
the margin between the price of logs 
and the price of finished lumber Is not 
sufficient to allow tflom u reasonable 
profit on their operations. Coggers, 
on the other hand, claim that the rate 
of wages and the cost of getting out 
logs has also Increased rapidly of late, 
and this, together with the Increased 
cost of c amp supplies and equipment, 
nnd the prospect of a considerable log 
shortage during the winter months, is 
urging them on to demand a higher 
price for the logs. Under all these 
circumstances, another advance in the 
price of lumber Is looked for within a 
very short time.

British Columbia Case Before the 
Gathering of Provincial 
Premiers 



FREmiER ROBLIN GIVES HIS VIEWS 



Manitoba Delegate Declares Him- 
self in Support of McBride's 
Action 



Ottawa, Oct. 15. — The British Colum- 
bia memorandum submitted by Premier 
McBride at the interprovhieial confer- 
ence set forth (inn, while adhering to 
the general principle of the rights of the 
provinces to increased subsidies, the gov- 
ernment of British Columbia could not 
accept the Quebec basis of 1002 as u 
filial and full settlement of its demands. 
Without special consideration to Brush 
Columbia, it was held Hull that province 
would be no better off than at present, 
by reason of the fact Hull British »■ 
luuibia contributes mueh more to the 
federal treasury than she receives from 
it. It is claimed that since she came 
into the confederal ion. Britsh Calum- 
bia has contributed nineteen million dol 
lavs more to the federal revenue thin: 
has been expended in the province. ln« 
memorandum further set forth thai the 
proposed increase in subsidies being 
based largely upon population, the spec- 
ial physical conditions which greatly en- 
hance the cost of government in British 
Columbia were nol provided for. U is 
contended thai the I'mnncml terms orig- 
inally conceded to British Columbia were 
the least favorable, possibly by reason 
of the fear existing thirty-five years ago 
that the province would not pay its way. 
As these fears have proved groundless, 
it is held to lie incumbent upon the Do- 
minion, morally and constitutionally, to 
substitute fairer terms than those now 
in force.

Uefereuce is also made to the physical 
character of the country, rendering its 
government very costly. It is also 
pointed out that the geographical posi- 
tion of the province handicaps it in re- 
lation to the products which it sells. A 
comparison is .Mii.-i'le of the terms con- 
ceded in Britsh Columbia and to the 
provinces of Saskatchewan mid Alberta. 
It is held thai the two latter provinces, 
when thev receive the full amount to 
which they are entitled will get $2,2.iO,- 
000 per annum, while British Columbia, 
at 'its maximum amount, will secure less 
than half n million. It was contended 
that either the two new provinces had 
been too generously endowed by the Do- 
minion, which is not alleged, or that 
British Columbia had received very In- 
adequate consideration. 

The memorandum, concluded with n . 
request for the appointment of a " 
stigate tli 
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British Columbia appealed to the Do- 
minion for redress by reason of the 
terms of union nol having been carried 
out, aniU-it was refused. Premier Wnl- 
keiu went direct to England. The Car- 
narvon terms were the result, ami the 
railway- communication — the construc- 
tion of the C. P. It. — which British Co- 
lumbia hail been promised, was undoubt- 
edly Expedited. Mr. McBride's proposed 
trip to London is what places the gen- 
eral subsidy rearrangement in jeopardy. 
Interview With Mr. McBrida 
(Most of the delegates left for home 
last night, .Messrs. Roblin and Campbell 
wont to Toronto with Messrs. Foy and 
Matheson. Mr. Whitney, however, re- 
mained in town until Ibis afternoon. 
Mr. McBride. before leaving for Mon- 
treal today, expressed to your correspon- 
dent his deep regret that he had been 
compelled to withdraw from the confer- 
ence, lie declared that British Colum- 
bia would press her claims most vigor- 
ously, and not rest until she had got fair 
play. "I consider it strange," he re- 
marked, "that while eighteen months ago 
the Dominion government undertook to 
erciite two provinces without consult- 
ing the others, yet it now lays down the 
doctrine that no special claims of a pro- 
vince must he considered without the 
consent of nil." He definitely stated that 
British Columbia would appeal to the 
British government if an amendment to 
the British North America act is sought. 



Premier Roblin's Views 
Winnipeg, Oct. 10. — Premier Itoblin 
returned from attending the provincial 
Conference today, and when asked for 
his views on the action of Hon. Mr. Mc- 
Bride. said: "I think the position taken 
up by him was a strong one. Had any 
of the others been placed in similar cir- 
cumstances, die premier so situated 
would- have adopted a .similar attitude. 
The position he took was that the leg- 
islature of British Columbia never en- 
dorsed the Quebec resolution of 1002. 
They unanimously asked for considera- 
tion of their claims, independent of the 
reasons given for the resolutions when 
they were adopted. 1 agree that he 
could not have taken any other stand 
and been able to meet the legislature of 
British Columbia with a report that 
would have been acceptable to them. 
That is, unless he had obtained special 
financial assistance, nsem bodied in his 
request. His action and conduct were 
financial assistance, as embodied in his 
demands for reference of British Colum- 
bia's claims for special consideration by 
virtue of her physical difficulties." 

The premier, on the subsidy arrange- 
ment, expressed no disapproval or criti- 
cism, lie explained that nothing was 
definitely settled. The resolutions as 
submit ted were acceptable to the Domin- 
ion government, but the federal minis- 
ters pointed out that they would lie 
compelled lo submit the matter to 
the imperial parliament by way of an 
amendment to the British North Ameri- 
ca act before anything could be done. 

The Times repeats the assertion 
that Hon. Mr. Whitney, premier of 
Ontario, made the remarks derogatory 
to Hon. Mr. McBrlde in the recent 
Interprovincial conference. Mr. Whit- 
ney having specifically denied saying 
anything of the kind, his denial will 
be accepted, and the insinuation of 
the Times that he feels sniTe in making 
his denial because the conference was 
held behind closed doors is quite 
worthy of that paper, but In no wise 
affects the value of Mi\ Whitney's 
denial. it has come to n strange pass 
in Victoria when the solemn words of 
the premier of Ontario are treated as 
absolutely unworthy of credit.

THINKING TOO MUCH. 

Danger of Overexertion of Brain 
Pointed Out by a Specialist. 

"The brain is man's inosl faithful 
friend and would be man's best com- 
panion if he understood if better," said 
a prominent specialist. 

"I use the word bruin to comprehend 
whal we term the mind and process of 
thinking, and not as :i physical object or 
a medium which directs our actions or 
through which we, or the animate spirit, 
directs us. just as theorists please to 
tnko ii — we will look upon it lis a thing 
with which we may hold communion und 
proceed upon thai hypothesis. 

"On the slage tlm prize idiol iu the 
cast, usually a younger nobleman or a 
dude, always raises a laugh when with a 
vacant stare and set features he speaks 
his lines about Hie effort of thinking and 
the wearying effect such a mental pro- 
cess produces upon his physical being. 
He really speaks it greater truth than 
either he or the audience takes In, for 
thinking is an efforl, he tlld thought in 
itself ever so frothy and ephemeral, find 



could we lessen the process of thought 
at will ,as an engineer applies the air- 
brakes to his train, much of the trouble 
ami disease in life would vanish like the 
meadow vapor before the rays of the 
rising sun. 

"ll is Ibis impossible process entirely 
to still what is called the thinking pro- 
cess which is one of the most interesting 
studies of the specialist, for it is. plainly 
speaking, the inability of the individual 
to eliminate certain thoughts, or a cer- 
tain thought, from the brain cells, or lo 
still it into inactivity, which Mils the in- 
sane asylums, produces nervous wrecks 
in oilier individuals anil causes trouble, 
confusion and chaos all around in every- 
day life. 

"Persons lo whom this fact appeals 
should endeavor lo take their own bruin 
into communion with their own selves: 
to set it up as another person. with 
whom they may hold converse, and the 
objective and •subjective mind admits of 
this though conscious action, and in some 
happy and fortunate individuals through 
unconscious action. 

"A little practice will make this pos- 
sible by the student, though his progress 
will be by degrees and not in uuie jump. 
He should tirst understand that thinking 
is largely a muter of habit; thai the 
brain is one e-. f the most willing organs 
in his body and at bis command, and 
honest und faithful as it is to him, will 
respond lo his calls upon it. lie should 
give it as much needed rest as possible 
ley the process of sleep, and during -wak- 
ing hours by not calling upon it for 
thought except when necessary. The 
average person will put in a tremendous 
amount of unnecessary I bought effort 
upon the simplesl everyday matter of 

life. 

"Again, be will allow his objective 
mind lo cling to one of several thoughts 
with persistent tenacity. In this evenl 
he wears out particular cells of his best 
friend, and where this habit is main- 
tained he often becomes a nuisance lo 
bis friends and family by developing 
into what is termed a 'crank' ; fcind at 
limes be exhausts these same Cells in 
this milliner and lands in Hie asylum. 

"Most people use their brains loo 
much, either in utter idle waste or iu 
overconccntroted work, and when their 
besl friend begins lo show u mild re- 
sentment by showing signs of fatigue 
they ply it with stimulants which .science' 
or tho distillery have placed al their 
I disposal. Even under Ihyse menu cir- 
' cuuistnnces the brain, disgusted though 
it is wiih such shabby .treatment, goes 
on doing the host il can for its owner 
until temporary insensibility, insanity or 
death ensues. — Washington Shir.

Every Adult Votes. 
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H. M S. Flora, previously on the Pa- 
cini: station, Esquimau, lias just visited 
PItcaIrn Island. In the Pacific, anil con- 
veyed the mall from England to the 
descendants of the survivors of the 
mutiny of tho Bounty— or rather to tbo 
descendants of those few families who 
returned from Norfolk Island, whither 
the entire community had been remov- 
ed in 1856, owing to tbo exigencies of 
space on their original home, "'here 
are now only three surnames on tin; 
rock which will be familiar to readers 
of Blight's ill-fated voyage, "Christian 
McCoy and Young" 

The little community leads quite the 
simple life. "To open one's eyes," 
writes a special correspondent of the 
Loudon Daily Mail, "and gaze on the 
happy, joyous faces around -what a 
change in so short a time from the 
tragedy of the Bounty. 

"Everywhere is happiness and 
laughter, and tlie orange groves full of 
children singing as they play recalls 
not the black deeds of the past. For 
the PItcaIrn islander is nothing if nol 
happy. His wants are few, and he 
leads' tho ideal simple life. No spirits 
or wines of any description are con- 
sumed on the Island except for medi- 
cinal purposes and the fragrant tobac- 
co plant is lefl untouched to perish 
as it will. 

'The yam, sweet potato, and orange 
arc the principal Items on their menu, 
supplemented occasionally with fish or 
a chicken, and perhaps on some great 
occasion with gout's flesh. Every house 
is open wide to all colliers, and, Indeed, 
it is the custom to call mil to any 
passer-by to come in an deal. 

The Law on Cats. 

"Tlie island laws are simple ill the 
extreme; in many cases It is hard to 
Imagine why they were ever framed. 
Perhaps the most Important of all is 
that relating to cats. No cat may bo 
killed unless It is actually caught kill- 
ing chickens. The reason for this is 
that the Islanders are much troubled 
tilth nils, which do an enormous 
amount of damage. 

"The moral of the Islander Is high. 
He Is not perfect — who is? — hut I 
doubt if the United Kingdom can pro- 
duce a community living so nearly the 
Ideal life as these Pltcalrners live It. 

"Religion plays a great part In their 
lives. Every morning and evening 
family prayers are bold. No work of 
any description Is done on their Sab- 
bath day, even the food required being 
cooked on the previous afternoon. 

"Some few years ago the Islanders 
unanimously adopted the tenets of be- 
lief held by the society palled 'Seventh 



government of the island con- 
sists of a chief magistrate elected an- 
nually, and assisted by an interna] and 
external council, the chairmen of which 
are elected at the sainp time as tho 
magistrate. All heads of families are 
eligible for election, and every adult 
has a vole. The external council deals 
with the case of boats and the ship- 
ment and tbo sale of produce. Tho 
internal council is charged with the 
care of all public works such as th" 
repair of roads, the chapel and tho 
sehoolhouse. 

"This council also looks after tbo 
land and sees that proper care is taken 
In cultivating the allotments. This 
latter duly Is a highly necessary one 
for the islander is a shocking agricul- 
t uriat, 

"Each family has Its allotment, and 
it Is the duty of the head to apportion 
a part of his holding to each son and 
daughter on their marriage. The prin- 
cipal exports are oranges, yams, arrow- 
root, and coffee. About a year ngo tbo 
Islanders were unfortunate enough to 
lose their small cutter, which capsized 
in a gale with the loss of one life.

"since this mishap exports have been 
small, as but few of tho trading 
schooners of the Paumotu Archipelago 
venture so far east as PItcaIrn; The 
boat was uninsured, and there has been 
some trouble In replacing It; but gen- 
erous friends have coino to the rescue, 
and the islanders look forward once 
more to having a trading cutter of their 
own. A sum of about fifty pounds 1" 
still required to complete the purchase, 
and the writer understands that the 
British consul at Tahiti will gladly re- 
ceive any donations that may be sent 
him for so' deserving an obpect.

Alto, including Sunol, who once reigned 
queen of the turf owing to cutting the 
fraction of a second off the 2:08'Vi record 
of .Maud S., which stood for so many 
years. While Senator Stanford met 
with conspicuous success, he did prove 
that his pet theory beat the old method 
of breeding trotting-bred stallions to 
I rot ting-bred mares. Thai the breeding 
of a champion trotter is a good deal of 
a lottery is emphasized in the case of 
Sweet Marie. 

This wonderful mare — the grandest 
ever hitched to a sulky — was bred by a 
poor colored man who knew absolutely 
nothing about blood lines or pedigrees. 
Through the courtesy of Ed. Smith, the 
well-known light-harness starter of the 
California circuit, the writer is able to 
give much heretofore unpublished his- 
tory about this wonderful campaigner. 

One March morning in 1881), Charles 
Dnffee, the well-known driver and 
breeder, left Los Angeles for the East 
for the purpose id' purchasing a young 
stallion, lie was accompanied by (.'has. 
Loekhnrt, who was about to secure the 
nucleus of a breeding farm which he 
was about to start near Burbnnk, J-.uk 
Angeles comity. Durfee purchased the 
then two-year-old XfcKinney, by Alcy- 
one, a son of George Wilkes niwl Cannon 
Pall, a three-year-old stallion by Sim- 
ni, aids. The writer bad the privilege of 
inspecting both importations on the day 
of their arrival. Every one posted on 
light-harness topics knows that McKin- 
ney has become the greatest sire of 
speed in the world, having more 11:10 
trotters to his credit than any other 
stallions living or dead. Among the 
brood mares purchased by Loekhnrt was 
Lady Rivers, by Cnrr's Mnmbrino, dam 
Susie by Vermont. He secured 
this mare from D. K. Edwards, 
who bred her when a resident of Salinas. 
Susie was used as a buggy mare, 

Lockhart did not make a success of 
his breeding venture, owing to the drop 
in the value of all harness horses, and 
Lady Rivers was sold to E. K. Rrench- 
|y of Los Angeles. She proved lo be a 
very balky mare and of mr use for driv- 
ing purposes. Consequently Benchly 
consigned her lo (he sales ring, where 
she was acquired by John Schumacher, 
the Los Angeles photographer, for $180. 
Schumacher could do nothing with the 
marc, as she absolutely refused to be 
driven. After she broke a couple of 
carts, Schumacher determined to get rid 
or Lady Rivers at any cost. Bui no one 
wanted the high-strung inn re. 

The Schumacher family own property 
on Spring street, Los Angeles, and em- 
ployed tr colored man named Billy smart 
to cart away the refuse at $1 per week. 



Frank Schumacher told Smart that he 
would give him Lady Rivers if lie con- 
tinued to take away any refuse. Smart 
refused the proposition, but said that he 
would take the mnre provided that sin 
he bred lo some stallion. As Schu- 
macher had the privilege of breeding to 
McRinncy, who was then an unknown 
quantity, the bargain was consummated. 
Frank Schumacher saved $52 and Smart 
got Sweet Marie, as that was the result 
of the mating of McKinney and LiUly 
Bivers. Smart kept Sweet Marie In pas- 
ture until she was three years old, at 
which age she was broken. In the fall 
Smart turned her over to a colored 
trainer named Sain Washington. She 
.showed a mile 'in 2:20% and was pur- 
chased by Milo M. Potter. Die well- 
known hotelnian. He drove her at the 
matinee races held at Agricultural Park 
for a couple of years. Potter finally de- 
cided to sell all his light-harness horses, 
including Sweet Marie. Garland, the 
present owner, was the purchaser of 
Sweet Marie, paying $3100 for the 
daughter of McKinney. Sweet Marie 
was a big-gaited mare and slow to gel 
into her stride at that time, and Potter 
is entitled to the greatest credit for the 
develo) Mit of Sweet Marie. It re- 
quired six months of bard work alter 
she could trot a mile in 2:15 before she 
could make the first quarter better than 

115 sci Is. Potter hail her worked with 

Primrose C_':10i, and before the sale sili- 
con Id pet away in such good style thai 
she showed two miles in 2:12 and 2:12'4. 
That is the early history of Sweet 
(Marie, the queen of all harness mares, 
and who has been invincible on the 
tirnnd Circuit this year. 

Sweet Marie made her first profession- 
al start in 1903 al Seattle, where she 
captured several races. Then came the 
memorable race at tlie Oregon Slate 
Pair at Salem, where she was beaten 
by Dr. Hammond owing to the refusal 
of Durfee to start Marie in the third 
heat. There was a scandal and her 
driver was ruled off, but subsequently 
reinstated. 

Sweet Marie made her debut on the 
Grand Circuit in 1001. She took the 
2:14 trot at Detroit. Mich., in straight 
heats of 2:10. 2:101/5 ,,11(1 2:10V4. She 
was beaten at Buffalo after taking the 
second beat in 2:0!)%. 

At Providence Sweet Marie at- 
tracted world wide attention when she 
won a live-heat race, taking the last 
three in 2:06%, 2:08V, and 2:0s 1 ..:.. 

At Lexington, in 1005, in a live-heat 
contest. Sweet Marie reduced her record 
to 2:05. but two weeks later at Mem- 
phis she won the 2:10 trot in 2:04% and 
2:00. Later in the season Sweet Marie 
reduced her record to 2:0-114. Sweet 
Marie won numerous other races on the 
circuit. This year she displayed further 
improvement and there was nothing on 
the (.rand Circuit capable of giving her 
a race. During the Syracuse meeting 
she trotted a first heat at 2:04%, and a 
second heat in 2:03%. These are the 
fastest iwo heats ever trotted to a 
sulky, supplanting tlie Cresceus record of 
2:03V, and 2:<H - >14. made in 1001. Sweet 
.Marie has accomplished the extraordi- 
nary feat of having trotted eight heals 
in 2:05 or better, which is a better race 
record than made by Cresceus, Tiverton 
nnd Lou Dillon combined. 

In a special exhibition against time 
at Columbus on September 21st, Sweet 
Marie stepped a mile in 2:02, going to 
the half in 50% seconds. Sweet Marie 
is ten years old nnd ns sound as a new 
milled dollar. 



FOOTBALL. 

International Match. 

For the first time in the history of 
association football, teams representing 
the United States and England will 
meet in international competition. Ar- 
rangements have been made to send an 
All-American eleven to England in 
April. 100", to play against an All-Eng- 
land team. Only one match will be 
played and the date will he governed by 

the date of the cup lie for the British 
association championship. The former 
Crystal palace grounds, which will hold 
over 100.000 spectators, have been se- 
cured for the contest, and the game wiil 
take place on the Saturday preceding the 
English cup tie. 

Negotiations looking to the completion 
of the deal have been in progress for 
some lime. It was intended to wait until 
after the Pilgrims' second trip, which 
whs planned for November and Decem- 
ber, but this has been indefinitely post- 
poned. It is intended lo select the 
strongest team possible in the United 
Stales to take |„ England. The selec- 
tion of the team will be placed in the 
hands of the association football or- 
ganizations of New York, Philadelphia, 
Boston, Fall River and probably Chi 
cago. Competition for position on the 
team will be open to all. as only the 
best representative team will be select- 
ed. 

American vs. Enfllish Rugby. 

The introduction of the English 
Rugby football game into the colleges 
of California has caused considerable 
comment and Archie Rico, who is claim- 
ed to be the greatest authority on the 
American game, has the following com- 
parison to made: 

Rugby, the arbitrary selection of a 
few members of the Berkeley and Stan- 
ford faculties as a compulsory substi- 
tute for football, is a line game in il- 
stdf and easy for Ihe spectator lo under- 
stand. Tile question is. will it inspire, 
as the old game did? Will it erystnlizc 
partisan enthusiasm and lire college 
spirit till the most indifferent "dig" will 
feel the Idood tingling in his veins with 
keen desire for the success of his vars- 
ity? 

It is to have its trial in California 
next month under the most favorable 
circumstances that could attend the 
introduction of a new game, nil the 
encouraging features, except the unquali- 
fied preliminary joy of the men that 
have to play it and the collegians that 
will do the rooting. 

If it does not come up to the requir- 
ed standard for the great crucial athletic 
test of the year it will not lake the 
place of the old game. It will fall back 
into the category of general college 
sports and bejone of them, but not the 
one. 

President Wheeler of the State Uni- 
versity has sent out two circular lottero 
lo all the high school principals in Cali- 
fornia damning the old game and urging 
upon tho high' schools the adoption of 
Rugby. It is a case of the powers that 
be trying to thrust Rugby upon the men 
thai do Ihe playing. Professor Allgell 
of Ihe Stanford has sent out somewhat 
similar hut milder letters to encourage 
the adoption of Rugby in place of foot- 
ball. President Wheeler's letter is i,, 
Ihe nature of a special pica. Hi? writes 
that " the adoption of the new intercol- 
legiate game involves also the learning 



of a pructicallv new game"; that "no 
man can as yet' tell what that game will 
really be" under the changed rules; that 
Rugby "is played all around the globe, 
its rules are 'understood, hundreds of 
thousands see the. game played every 
week ami enjoy it;' and Unit it is more 
interesting to the spectators than iuter- 
colloglate is." 

He adds thai theer is "no doubt thai 
Berkeley and Stanford will always pla> 
this game." And lie'goes on to declare: 
"We shall have opportunity of competi- 
tion with our natural neighbors on the 
coasts and islands of the Pacific. Rug- 
by, as the game of Vancouver, Australia 
New Zealand and Ihe California uni- 
versities, may fairly claim to be the Pa 
cilie type. 1 know of no better service 
which the universities could have rend- 
ered to the schools of tlie state than to 
provide them with a game of foot'iirl Id 
take the place of .he thoroughly dis 
credited intercollegiate." 

The new football rale' a"e uotsil'.'i 
a mystery as to discourage any single 
player of the old game; Ihe essential 
features of the sport are there in their 
entirely. If hundreds of thousands see 
Rugby played every week, those hun- 
dreds or thousands are not coJDg'ans. 

Where British population is dense, 
'lion. -anils will turn out and yawningly 
inspect the same cricket game for two 
days in succession, but you couldn't coax 
any hundreds of American collegians In 

watch one of those British ilesls. 

When it comes to British crowds watch- 
ing football, the association game, a 
purely kicking contest with open-field 
running and no handling of the ball, has 
Rugby discounted live to one. A thous- 
and people will go to an association) 
match in England where 200 will go to 
Rugby of the Kfltnc class. Rugby has 
been on the wane in Great Britain for 
years, superceded in popular favor by 
association. 

It remains to be seen whether Berke- 
ley and Stanford will Mw.ys play Bus- 
by. As for the plea of the opportunity 
for contests with our natural neighbors 
on the coasts and islands, how will meet- 
ings be financially possible with Austra- 
lia and British Columbia when Wash- 
ington and Idaho nnd Montana univers- 
ity football teams could not figure pro- 
fitable meetings with the California 
teams'.' 

Football, the "Id -ame. is a strategic 
contest of secretly decided evolutions, in 
which the team with the ball exerts ev- 
ery effort lo retain possession of it. and 
protects and aids Ihe rtf I •" in carrying 
it. It is a spectacular sort of battle of 
specially selected ami trained college 
men restrained by rules that exact 
square dealings, even if sonic referees 
and players do not always desire that the 
rules be strictly enforced. 

Rugby is a contest between teams of 
scattered individuals seeking to ad- 
vance the hall by kicking and carrying 
and passing in ihe open field, without 
helpful interference for the runner, but 
with perfect willingness on the part of 
the players to ling the ball loose the mo- 
ment an opponent threatens to tackle. 

In football the team with the ball 
keeps it as long as it can make the re- 
quired distance in three attempts, but 
in Rugby every time a player is success- 
fully collared by a tackier before he can 
pass the ball to a team-mate and every 
time the ball is thrown in from a kick 
out of bounds over the sidelines, there 
is a scrimmage contest for possession, 
with an even guess as to which side will 
gel the ball. 

lti football the field is completely 
checkered every live yards with parallel 
white lines. in Rugby, there arc the 
sidelines and the goal lines as in fool 
ball, and the only other lines are those 
twenty-live yards and forty-live yards 
from each goal and the central line at the 
old fifty-live yard point. Bill while the 
itughv field is the same length from 
goal to goal as in the football Held it is 
220 feet wide to UKI feet for the old 
game. 

This an s thai a Rugby field is 

nearly half a gain as wide as the old 
football field, and in addition it requires 
much more space behind Ihe goal posts 
The change in the expensive California 
stadium at Berkeley to make room for 
the Rugby experiment will cost several 
thousand dollars, and if football be re- 
stored to the collegians it will 'take just 
that much more money to readjust the 

field. If Rugby make % 1 an expensive 

change will be necessary in the Stan- 
ford field. 

In football there an- eleven players on 
a side, with as many reserve substitutes 
as the captains rare to have ready. In 

Itllghy there are lit n players on a side 

am! no substitutes allowed, but Cali- 
fornia and Stanford have mutually 
agreed to rules permitting one substi- 
tute for each team. 

In football the halves are thirty-five 
minutes; In Rugby they are forty-live; 

but the two universities have agr 1 to 

forty-five minute halves. In football 
there are seven linesmen or forwards, 
one quarter, two halves and one full back. 
At the kick-oft' the players arc roughly 
distributed, with the forwards in a line 
facing tlie opposing team, and the foil) 
backs in a sort of a diamond-shaped 
formation behind the middle of Ihe line. 
In Rugby there .are eight forwards, two 
quarter-backs, four half-backs and one 
full-back, and al the kick-off these fif- 
teen men are roughly distributed in the 
form of a triangle, the forwards lined 
across the field and Ihe seven backs 
ranged diagonally back to the apex of the 
triangle in the back field. 

Rugby is simpler than football and 
easier for the uninitiated to understand. 

No game played tor all there is in it 
is gentle when the contestants are 
youth in the prime of physical vigor, 
with all their college males behind them 
eager for honorable victory. Rugby can 
he rough. The tackling is just as hard 
as in football, and it is all in the open 
when the men are running. I recall Ihe 
Itughy match in San Francisco in 1804, 
when one visiting player broke four or 
live collar bones of opponents simply by 
intentionally dumping the men as he 
tackled them so they would strike on 
the point of Ihe shoulder. It's the men 
that made a game, not the rules. You 
can make tennis brutal and dangerous 
if you give muckers the racquets. 

No game, lo gel the respect and en- 
thusiasm of spectators, can he played 
at indifferently. Rugby will nol be a 
substitute pastime permitting collegians 
to romp at will about the field for the 
fun of the thing. College athletics are 
all a matter of of systematic develop- 
ment toward successful unity of con- 
certed action. 

Rugby is a pretty and an interesting 
game. By^. -in 'England, where it origin- 
ated, it is not nearly so popular now 
ns association. In Canada, lacrosse is 
the great game, more than Rugby. When 
it comes to keen interest, continued ex- 



citement, quick changes, swiftness of 
evolutions, there is no game in all the 
category of outdoor team sports that 
can compare with lacrosse.

Much of Miss Moyer s ability as a 
baseball player is due to the practice 
she. obtained while a student at the 
Keystone State Normal School. II was 
during her school days that her spare 
time was given lo athletics. The all- 
round exercise was used lo good ndvont- 
nge and made her a favorite with all the 
other students. 

So far this season Miss Moyer and her 
brother have been the star batters in 
six games, winning four. Sho is book- 
ed for a number of engagements before 
the season closes. Like all good pitchers 
Miss Moyer plays lo win and is nol 
rattled or excited by yells or remarks 
of the crowd. 

After Ihe game Miss Moyer was not 
in Ihe leant fatigued by her cxerlious, 



and stated that the exercise was a great 
benefit to her. 

She is a blonde and appears on the 
field in a trim blue sailor suit with can- 
vas shoes. Her height is about five feel 
six inches.

William .1. Sullivan was born Febru- 
ary 1, 1S7",. at Oakland, Wis. He began 
playing ball at Fort Atkinson, Wis., 
while at school. His first professional 
engagement was with the Dubuque 
teani. He came to Chicago in 10u 
and went behind the bat. 

First Base. 

John A. DOnohue was horn July 13, 
1879, at Springfield, O. He started 
playing as a catcher for Mariette, O., 
in 1806, and joined the Wheeling team 
the next year. He started in with Chi- 
cago, iu 1001, and holds down first base. 
Catcher. 

Jay K. Towne was born in Coon Rap- 
ids, la., March 12, 1SS0, and started 
playing in 1002 as a first baseman. — e 
caught for the Milwaukee club last sea- 
son and came to Chicago late in July.

Edward Walsh was born in Plains, 
Pa., on May 13, 1882, and started as an 
outfielder with teams near home, but 
gradually took up pitching. He broke 
into organized baseball in 1002 with the

spring of 1001, hul did not work as a 
regular member of the staff until this 
season, when he mastered the "spit" 
ball.

As the result of action taken at the 
International convention of the carpen- 
ters at Niagara Palls last week Carpen- 
ters' Local Union No. !)S and Local 
Union No. 1000 Spokane, will merge, 
making what will be the largest and 
richest union in that city. 
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A big conference is being held at Buf- 
falo, N.Y., at which representatives of 
the Granite Cutters', . Stone Masons', 
Bricklayers' and Masons' Marble Work- 
ers' and other unions are parties, to 
endeavor to settle some of the minor jur- 
isdiction disputes which have existed for 
years between some of those trades. 

In the bituminous coal region of Penn 
sylvania then are 500 coal companies 
in 25 counties, employing 150,000 men. 
The saloon has had a free field up to 
within four years, when the Young 
Men's Christian association entered these 
districts, and the latter associations now 
have over 5,000 members. 

The Chicago Federation of Labor is 
trying to organize the crossing tenders 
employed by railroads into a union. 
Nearly all of these men tire railroad 
employees of other departments, who 
became incapacitated through injury 
and were transferred to the watch ser- 
vice. Thep are paid from $40 to -pod 
per month, and want more money. They 
object to the long hours.

Now there are many in al- 
most every slate. In 1SS1 the entire 
body of law in New Yiyk state in the 
interest of wage earners consisted of 
less than half a dozen statutes, mostly 
unimportant. Today there are scores of 
important laws providing protection and 
safeguards for Inbor of every soil.

In 1905 the average wages per hour 
in the principal manufacturing and me- 
chanical industries of the United States 
were l.G per cent higher than in i.nM; 
the average hours of labor per week re- 
mained the same as in 1001, and 0.3 
per cent persons were employed. As 
there was 110 reduction in the average 
hours of labor per week, the average 
weekly earnings per employee were 1.0 
per cent higher than in 1904.

The real test of the magnitude of these 
dispute is, says Engineering, the amount 
of working time lost thereby, which, last 
year, was nearly two ami a half million 
working days, a much higher figure than 
in 101*1, when the numbers were the low- 
est upon record, but hist year's total 
was still below the average for the live 
years 1000-1—2.013.000 working .lays. 
In the snme quinquennial period the av- 
erage number of disputes annually was 
405. and the number of workpeople af- 
fected 100,000. In the previous five 
years — 1805-0 — the average number of 
disputes was 703, the uttmher of work- 
people affected was 225,000, and the 
aggregate duration of the disputes- 
time lost — -was 7,524,000 working days. 
The lime lost appears very Inrge. but in 
proportion to the whole industrial popu- 
lation it is small, as it only amounts to 
about one-quarter of a day per head per 
annum, when spread over the industrial 
population of the country. In 1005, 
continues Engineering, nearly one-half 
of the total time lost was owing to dis- 
putes in mining and quarrying. Ques- 
tions of wages were, as usual, tl hipf 

cnuses of disputes. The improvement 
in trade ami better employment led to 
demands for increases in wages in num- 
erous industries. Refusals to work with 
non-union men and other alleged griev- 
ances were more numerous than in 1004, 
and account for about ond-fili of the 
1otul time lost in all disputes. The re- 
sults generally were more in favor of 
employers than id' employed. But in 
this case the inference would be wrong 
if it were thought that workpeople suf- 
fered, for many advances were given 
without a strike.

discovery of nickel; how the attempt 
of that strange Renins, .In)in Gamgee, 
to construct a ship proof against yellow 
fever brought about the discovery of 
nickel-steel and Hie subsequent revolu- 
tion in the tnunufneturo of nrmor-platq 
for the navies of the world, is a roman- 
tic story of real life unsurpassed in in- 
terest by any work nf fiction. The 
story is besi told by Mr. S. J. Ritchie, 
■a pioneer in the development of the Sud- 
bury nickel-field and one who played a 
lififgo part in this history of nickel-steel. 

•'The discovery of nickel and the 
origin of the nickel industry in the Sud- 
bury district is in itself unite unique. 
My lirst knowledge of nickel, as an alloy 
With iron or steel, was in 1870. In that 
your, I think, yellow fever was epidemic 
ill the cities of the lower Mississippi 
and Gulf states. It is well known that 
the germs of this disease are killed by 
frost. At the dale named I was spend- 
liiK ii good deal of time in the city of 
Washington. At the same hotel, and 
occupying the room adjoining my own, 
was one of the most fertile-brained 
(Englishmen 1 ever met, whose name 
was John Gamgee. He spent much of 
his time in my room. He was resource- 
ful in experiment nnd demonstration, 
but his imagination went far beyond 
his laboratory tests. He lind remedies 
for tuberculosis in animals anil for yel- 
low fever among human beings. His 
remedy for yellow fever was the build- 
ing of a largo refrigerator ship on which a 
frost temperature was to be maintained. 
This ship he proposed to move around 
1o the different cities where the lover 
existed, and to take the patients on 
board where they wore to he cured by 
the frosty atmosphere. 

Tie laid his plans before the Hinted 
States Senate Committee on Epidemic 
Diseases, and convinced that Committee 
of the feasibility of his enterprise. He 
asked me to go with him to that Com- 
mittee, several of the members which 1 
■was very well acquainted with, and aid 
him in securing a government appropria- 
tion for the building of his refrigerator 
ship. 

I suddeeded in getting a promise 
from the committee that an appropria- 1 not even oiai 
tion of $250,000 would be given to 
.'Gamgee, provided he could actually dem- 
onstrate to the committee that be could 
successfully produce and maintain the 
proper temperature, and for the pur- 
pose of making the necessary experi- 
ments and demonstrations. 

A largo room and all the necessary 
machinery was placed at his disposal in 
the Navy Yard at Washington. 

He erected n large machine in the 
Xavy Yard buildings built by the Wil- 
mington Car Works of Delaware. It 
must be remembered that all this was 
2S years ago. when cold storage was 
not as well known as now. 

Of course Gamgee had to use liquid 
ammonia in producing his frosty tem- 
perature, and this substance, as is well 
known, will generate gas at a tempera- 
ture much below the zero point. GariHJ- 
gee conceived the Utopian idea that he. 
would drive his machine with the ca£- 
generated from his liquid ammonia by 1 
"the bent of the atmosphere, and that the 
gas would part with its heat in the labor 
of operating the machine and after hav- 
ing done its work would become reliqui- 
tied and be ready again by the aid of the 
heat in the atmosphere to generate more 
gas, nnd again start upon a second 
round of effort the same as the first. 



engineers of the army were on hand to 
see the Ganigc'e ammonia engine oper- 
ated. Right here Gamgee struck a 
snag. lie was able to generate so great 
a pressure from the ammonia gas that 
the ordinary cast iron would not contain 
it, and he set about making all sorts 
of alloys to strengthen the iron and to 
overcome its porosity. They all failed. 
The object of the enterprise and the 
whole manner of conducting the experi- 
ments were so novel to nie that I spent 
several weeks with Gamgee, helping him 
in any way I could. After a series of 
experimental failures lie one day said to 
me, "Ritchie, did you ever notice the 
meteorites at the Smithsonian 'Institu- 
tion'.' 1 told him that I had many times 
seen them and knew just how they look- 
ed. He said, 'We have no metallic iron 
on earth produced by nature in that 
form, and these meteors have all fallen 
from the skies, or have come from 
some other world. They nearly all. con- 
tain nickel and nre the closest grained 
metal We have. To-morrow we will send 
over to Philadelphia and get some nickel 
and we will try this metal as an alloy 
with iron, and'see if we can imitate 
nature in duplicating the . meteorite, as 
we are trying to imitate nature in the 
production of artificial cold for the yel- 
low fever patients. 

We did send over and get some nickel 
and at once commenced our experiments 
by adding one-half of one per cent of 
nickel to the molten iron in the crucible, 
and increasing each separate mixture by 
an additional one-bnlf of one per cent 
of nickel, until a limit of thirty-six per 
cent of nickel as an alloy "with the iron 
had been reached. We thus had some 
seventy-two separate pieces of iron and 
nickel alloys all carefully marked. When 
an alloy containing some eight per cent 
of nickel had been made we tested it. 
really did all the other specimen's.

n Canada 

In 18.S2 I became interested in build- 
ing the Central Ontario raiwway to 
open up and develop the iron fields of 
North Hastings. When the road was 
built it wits found that these iron ores 
contained so much sulphur as to be un- 
marketable, and I commenced a system- 
atic search for other mineral deposits, 
which, under the terms of the charter of 
the railway, the railway could own and 
operate and by such conveyance of prop- 
erty I might support and protect the 
securities of the railway. 

In this . effort to secure something for 
the railway 1 bad a considerable search 
of the country made by the local inhab- 
itants and others from Nova Seotia to 
(Port Arthur. I went to the Geological 
'.Museum at Ottawa and examined speci- 
mens of every kind of ores from every 
part, of the country. Among the many 
specimens examined at this museum I 
found some copper ores taken from a 
cut in the Algoma Branch of the Can- 
adian Pacific railway at what is now 
Worthington Station, and other speci- 
mens taken from a cut in the main line 
of the Canadian Pacific railway at what 
is now known as the Murray mine, 
about three miles west of Sudbury. 
Tbese samples I had analyzed nnd found 
them very rich in copper.

Among 
these was what is known as the Copper 
Cliff mine, the Stohie mine, the Lady 
Mucdouald mine, the McArthur initio 
and the Creighton mine, the latter not at 
that time yet deeded to them, and sev- 
eral other deposits not nnmed. With 
the exception of a small mine, known as 
the Evans mine, and II little ore taken 
I particularly recall that containing I from what is known as the Frood mine, 



eight per cent of nickel. It was so bard 
that neither the file Dor the cold chisel 
would affect it. We put it upon the an- 
vil, and with a ten-pound sledge 1 ex- 
peeled to be able to break it info pieces, 
but although I then had seventy-live 
pounds loss flesh than I now have, and 
everal times as much muscle.

1 have found at last 
an alloy strong enough and hard enough 
to resist anything unci close enough in 
texture to resist the escape of any form 
of gas.' The members of the Senate 
committee were again brought back to 
the Navy Yard to see these specimens 
of nickel alloy. The way now seemed 
clear for Gamgee to secure his promised 
$250,000 and to proceed with the. build- 
ing of his refrigerator shit> which would 
be usod as a hospital ship for the care 
of yellow fever patients. • j 

Gamgee: like juust abnormally devel- 
oped geniuses, had no place in his make- 
up : for' surli humdrum routine ■efforts as 
financial operations. In short, be had no 
other fhmufciAf ability v thin the' ability 
to get info debt without any ability to 
bet out of debt. Tie never even took out 
any patents upon these alloys of nickel 
and iron and steel. Ho failed to agree 
with the Senate committee on the cost 
and management nf his proposed ship, 
and thus failed to secure the $250,0Qfl 
appropriation. In the language of di- 
plomacy, the incident was closed, and 1 



which I purchased shortly after the pur 
chase made from McAllister nnd Met- 
calf. these mines thus purchased from 
'McAllister and Metcalf in the summer 
of 1885 have furnished all the ore min- 
ed by the Canadian Copper Company 
from ISSti to this day. and are still their 
sole source of supply. 

Immediately after the purchase of 
these mines, or rather deposits, from 
McAllister and Metcalf. in l.KSo, and 
some other properties from individuals, 
in 1S85, including some purchased from 
Rinaldo McConnell, .lames Stohie and 
R. .7. Tough. I made application to the 
Ontario government, through J. I). Bv- 
niis, the engineer of the Central Ontario 
way. for large additional locations. Gli- 
der this application "Mr. Evans located

Rin- 
aldo McConnell and others, and to the 
Anglo*- American Tr6n 'Oom'pany the late 
.lames McLaren; the lute IT. It. Payne 
of Cleveland and my wife, and self deed- 
ed the 85,000 acres of land along the lino 
of the Central Ontario railway, and for 



lands was conveyed to the Anglo-Ameri 
can Iron Company at a little later date. 

In 188t) some work was done upon the 
property of the Canadian Copper Com- 
pany tit Copper Cliff, and in 1SS7 a ship- 
ment of some J, 201) tons of this ore was 
made to the works of the Orford Cop- 
per Company, at Constable Hook, ..ew 
Jersey, in the harbor of New York. 
While the chemist of the Orford com- 
pany was making his- analysis of the 
product of the furnaces from these ores 
he found a metal with which he was 
not familiar, and after numerous tests 
he found this substance to he nickel. I 
happened to he in the laboratory when 
this discovery was made. Robert M. 
Thompson, the president: and owner of 
these works, was also there. The dis- 
covery of this nickel in these ores by 
the chemist of the Orford Cupper Com- 
pany was alike news to both Thompson 
and myself. We had no suspicion that 
they were anything but copper ores. 
This discovery changed the whole situa- 
tion. We found we had a great nickel 
deposit, instead of a great, copper de- 
posit, or, to lie more correct, we had a 
great nickel and copper deposit. As the 
world's annual consumption of nickel 
was then only about LOOP tons, the 
question was what was to be done with 
all the nickel which these deposits could 
produce. 1 at once recalled the experi- 
ence 1 bad with* Juki) Gunigee at the 
Navy Yard at Washington, ten years 
previous to this time, and it occurred io 
me that nickel could bo'iised with suc- 
cess in the manufacture of guns and for 
many other purposes as an alloy with 
iron nnd sfecd. 1 wrote to the famous 
gun milker, Krupp, at Essen. 'Germany, 
lolling him of the Washington experi- 
ments, and asking him about his use of 
it in the guns which he made. I re- 
ceived an answer from him through his 
Xow York agents treating the matter 
lightly, and refusing to believe that 
there was any sufficient quantity of nick- 
id in the .world to warrant experiments 
looking to any extended use of the met- 
al. The question of these alloys was, 
however, brought by Krupp, or some- 
one representing him. to the attention of 
the Iron and Steel Institute of Great 
Britain, and that insifute appointed one 
of its members, dames Riley, the man- 
ager of the Steed Company of Glasgow, 
to conduct a series of experiments with 
this alloy, and report at the next meet- 
ing of the institute. This he did 'with 
great cure mid exactness, and embodied 
his experiments in a report dated in 
May. l,NN!i. This reporl 1 showed to 
General Tracy i then Secretary of the 
L'nitod States .Navy, in the summer of 
ISS'.i. just as 1 was leaving for Europe, 
lie read the report and grasped its far 
reaching importance "within an hour or 
two after receiving It, "and said that

ment with me in any and all places 
which I might visit in Europe iu the 
interest of this niekel-sloel alloy. .is 1 
was going to Europe for that purpose. 
Lieutenant It. 11. Buckingham, of the 
I'. S. Navy, then connected with the of- 
fice of the 1". S. Ambassador at Loudon, 
was appointed to aorompaay us wher- 
ever we 'might go in 'Europe in 'this in- 
terest. Sir Charles Tapper, then the 
Canadian High Commissioner in Lon- 
don, wns also designated by Sir John 
A. Mucdouald to accompany us in the 
interest of Canada in this enterprise to 
find out whatever might be learned in 
Europe about the uses nnd the alloys of 
nickel with steel. Sir Charles Tupper 



Britain and Prance, and the fatuous iiio 
Tinto mines of Spain. Sir Charles made 
a report to Sir John A. Macdoiinld, and 
Lieutenant Buckingham made a report 
to: the L'nitod States Navy of what- we 
had been able to see and find out. We 
spent two days in the works of Krupp 
at Essen, and were uhown every pos- 
sible courtesy. Upon our return Secre- 
tary Tracy ordered a nickel-steel armor 
plate made at the famous Creusot 
works in Prance, and also a plain steel 
plate made at the works of Cammell & 
Company at Sheffield, England, such as 
was then used on British vessels of war 
These plates wore brought to the gov- 
ernment proving grounds at Annapolis, 
Maryland, and set up side by side and 
tired at, at short range, by eight-inch 
guns. 

The victory of the French nickel-steel 
plate was so complete over both the 
French and English plain steel plates 
that the trial and tests were heralded 
by telegraph and cables all over the 
civilized ' world. 

Tracy, by this government test, sent 
all the common steel armor plates to 
the junk heap, nnd completely revolu- 
tionized the offensive and defensive ef- 
ficiency of (he navies of the world. 
Scarcely had the sound of the guns at 
Annapolis died away before Congress 
in an hour, at the request of the Secre- 
tary of the Navy. General Tracy, voted 
tin appropriation of $1,000,000 to pur- 
chase nickel niatte at Sudbury to be 
used iu th<' manufacture of nickel-steel 
armor plate for the 1'. S. Navy. This 
million dollar appropriation by the P. 
S, government and the use of nickel in 
steel advertised the Sudbury mines over 
all the commercial world. It saved the 
Canadian Copper Company from the ex- 
pense of making any tests of nickel al- 
loys, for they were all made by the gov- 
ernment. In short, the government's ac- 
tion through the Navy put a now enter- 
prise upon its feet. The government 
changed the then existing contracts with 
Bethlehem Steel Company from plain 
sleel plates; to nickel-steel plates. It 
entered info contracts -with the Carnegie 
Steel Company for the manufacture of 
nickel-steel plates under which contracts 
millions of dollars were expended in 
building the famous Homestead works. 
The small experiments in the Washing- 
ton Xavy Yard in 1870 have grown to 
the proportions of covering every first- 
class war Ship in the navies of the 
world, 

On December 7th. 1001. an optional 
contract was entered into between four 
of the directors of" the Canadian Copper 
Company ami the Anglo-Am riean Iron 
Company ami. Hubert M. Thompson on 
behalf of himself and ■ •social es. (he as- 
sociates being Caple'r DoLamnr. 10. C. 
Converse and Charles M. Schwab, under 
which contract the directors of the Cop- 
per and Iron companies undertook to sell 
and Thompson and his associates un- 
dertook to buy. a controlling interest in 
Hie stocks of these two companies. It 
was a part of this contract that Thomp- 
son and his associates should form a 
company under the laws of New Jersey 
t:o he - known .as (he International Nickel 
Company, and that this company should 
receive from the purchasing syndicate 
the stocks of the Canadian Copper Com- 
pany and the Anglo-American Iron Com- 
pany purchased under this optional! con- 
tract of December 7. 1901. which op- 
tional contract was accepted by Thomp- 
son ami his associates on February 28. 
1002. The slocks of those corporations 
turned over by the purchasing syndicate 



hape have said that in carrying out this 
contract of December 7, 1901, the In- 
ternational Nickel Company, under a 
New Jersey charter, was organized un- 
der date of April 1st; 1002, with a share 
capital of $24,000,000 and a bonding 
privilege of $12,000,000. 

A mortgage was executed by the In- 
ternational Company under date of April 
1st, 1002, .securing the bonds of the 
companies deposited with the New York 
Security and Trust Company, who were 
(he trustees for the bondholders of the 
International Company, The Nickel Syn- 
dicate also purchased the stocks of the 
Nickel Corporation of London, a New 
Caledonia concern, anil one of Whit- 
taker Wright's enterprises, nnd also the 
stock of another small Preach company, 
known as the Soeiete Minierve Cale- 
donienne. The aggregate of till the 
stocks of the Orford Copper Company, 
and the .stock of Joseph Wharton's 
small plant at Camden, near Philadel- 
phia amounting to ahout $10,000,00O\vere 
deposited with the New York Security 
and Trust Company and $10,300,000 of 
the authorized $24$X),000 of BtoCK of 
the International Nickel Company were 
issued against these stocks thus deposit- 
ed with the Trust Company. The stocks 
of all the constituent companies belong 
to the International Nickel Company. 
The New Caledonia companies are not 
and have not been operated by the In- 
ternational Nickel Company. No re- 
port is made of them in the reports of 
that company. 

The Canadian Copper Company now 
owns some 10,000 acres of Innd and the 
Anglo-American Iron Company some 
85,000 acres. The Internntiotil Com- 
pany operates in Canada wholly through 
the constituent companies. 

Neither Gamgee nor any other man 
invented nickel-steel. It is n discovery, 
not an invention, and it is probably the 
only instance in this world where any 
form of manufacture is carried on after 
a formula coming from the heavens or 
some other world other than our own. 

There is a very beautiful specimen of 
nickel-steel mteorlte in the Geological 
Museum at Ottawa, weighing about 4<J0 
lbs. It contains something over sixi 
per cent of nickel, and was found on a 
farm in Hastings county, and for years 
was used by some untidy farmer to 
hold his barn door (dosed. It never oc- 
curred to this farmer that this lump of 
metal was a manufacture of the skies. 
I have several times offered. $500 for this 

meteorite, but of course the Museum 
Would not sell it. Perhaps I ought to 
add that as soon as Riley's report had 
been read by Secretary Tracy in 188! 
and 1 had given him a report of ih. 
experiment in the Navy Yard in TS7ii. 
he put the whole machinery of the de- 
partment at work over the l'nitod 'States 
and Europe to find Gamgee. 1. myself, 
while in Europe, had the directories of 
all the principal cities of Hi-eat iBritniu 
examined, but neither the Navy Depart- 
ment nor myself could find hid. About 
a year later 1 was in the second-hand 
bookstore til Washington, owned by II. 
W. I.owdermilk, a place where Gam- 
gee formerly spent much time, and I 
told the proprietor of the' efforts of the 
Navy Department and myself to find 
Gamgee, and that we had concluded that 
ho must be dead. He said be was not 
dead, and gave me his address in Lon- 
don which was within half a block of 
the office of the Canadian High Com- 
missioner. I then wrote to him and 
received two or three letters from him. 
He was still in the field of invention, 



neither Gamgee nor myself know any- 
thing about them. iWje followed the 
meteorite and there is not the shadow of 
u doubt that the reconstruction of the 
American navy, clad with nickel-stool 
armor plates, was the direct result of 
these Washington Navy Yard experi- 
ments following the formula of the me- 
teorite although the experiments were 
farther curried out by the Iron nnd 
Steel Institute of Great [Britain under 
the direction of James 'Riley ten or 
twelve years later. Gamgee is now dead, 
but General Tracy is alive and well, nnd 
I have no doubt would fully confirm ev- 
ery statement here made. 

Whatever might have been the ulti- 
mate development nnd outcome of the 
Sudbury nickel-copper deposits in other 
hands, and by other parties, one thing is 
very certain, that had it not been for 
the development of sulphur in the Has- 
tings county iron ores, which made them 
unsaleable, thus depriving the Central 
Ontario railway of the principal ton- 
nage, which it was built to carry, there 
never "would have been any Canadian 
■Copper Company, or any Anglo-Atnori- 
can Iron Company, or any International 
Nickel Company, and as the Washing- 
ton Navy Yard experiments with niokel, 
iron and steel following the formula of 
the meteorite had already passed out of 
mind before the discovery of nickel in 
the Sudbury ores, there would, in all 
human probability, have today been no 
nickel-steel clad American navy, and 
this would mean that there would have 
been no nickel-steel clad navy in tlie 
World. From the sulphur in iron ores 
in Hastings County, Ontario, aided by 
the composition of the meteorite) has 
grown all the nickel and nickel-steel in- 
dustry of this hemisphere as well as 
very much of like industries in tho old 
world." 

Sir John A. Mnodonald'.s letter, intro- 
ducing Mr. Ritchie to Sir Charles Tup- 
per in an at tempt, doomed to failure, 
to interest the Imperial authorities, 
shows the great premier's characteristic 
foresight in recognizing so early the im- 
portance to Canada and the Empire of 
the Sudbury nickel deposits: 

"My Dear Sir Charles Tupper: Our 
friend S. J. Ritchie, of Akron, Ohio, 
whom you know, is about to proceed to 
England for the purpose of calling- the 
attention of (he British public to our 
mineral wealth in Canada. He desires 
especially to submit to Her Majesty's 
government the important fact that in 
Canada, especially in the region of Sud- 
bury, is fhe largest deposit, of nickel in 
the world. This metal is wanted par- 
ticularly as an alloy to make an import- 
ant gtm metal, and its extended use Will 
be of great advantage to tho Dominion. 
Will you kindly put Mr. Ritchie in com- 
munication with the Secretary, both of 
the Army and Navy, as well as, if neces- 
sary, with Lord Salisbury? It is said 
that the use of nickel will tend to revo- 
lutionize the art of gun-making, and 
that experiments, both in 'England nnd 
Germany have proved this to be the fact, 
so you see the importance of tho matter. 
I hope you will give Mr. Ritchie all the 
aid and countenance in your power. Be- 
lieve me. yours very truly, John A. 
Macdonald." 

After making his report of the Conri- 
m en till investigation which showed that 
Sudbury could easily produce ten rimes 
as much nickel as the other mines of tho 
world and that tho utility of tho nlloy 
was conceded, Sir Charles Tupper asks, 
"Why cannot Canada herself make 
this steel?"

But for the eighty-six years which 
make up the tale of I.ord Strathcona's 
honorable life, such physical activity as 
ho possesses is too wonderful to !»' en- 
tirely explained by his being practical- 
ly a' teetotaller and certainly a non- 
.smoker. 

I.ord Strathcona, who, after Majesty 
itself, was the chief figure in Thurs- 
day's great celebrntion at Aberdeen, car- 
ries his years not so much as a burden 
as the guerdon of a busy life crammed 
with achievement, crowned with honors, 
nnd adorned by every grace of personal 
chnracter and benevolence. 

Almost any day when he is in town 
Lord Strathcona. one of the great men 
of Greater Britain, almost a nonage- 
linriiiil, hut still in harness, may he seen 
coming down those office steps in Vic- 
toria street, having done a bard day's 
work as High Commissioner of the do- 
minion in London, ami then driving home 
to his house in Grosvenor Square to 
pass the remainder of the evening in a 
repose which fitly rounds off his labori- 
ous day. unless he is called forth again 

to preside at ! of those banquets or 

meetings at which he is in such demand, 
and at which he demonstrates the many- 
sidedness of his life. 

His work day is just as arduous ami 
as methodical as that of any man who, 
in the prime of life, runs an ordinary 
exacting business for his own profit. 

When breakfast is over, he devotes 
two hours to his personal concerns, 
which iu themselves are sufficiently 
Widespread and important to leave little 
leisure to the ordinary man. These dis- 
posed of, he drives down to Victoria 
street and devotes the rest of the day to 
the affairs of the Dominion that he has 
served so well. 1 

The lunch hour pusses, but he is still . 
in his room, attending to official buslness| 
and writing the most important letters 
(and he is a master or epistolary style, 
brief, pointed, but graceful in its terse 
English) with his own hand. Then at 
5'30 or (i o'clock he calls in a clerk to 
begin fhe routine correspondence, and at 
7 he steps into his brougham, having 
done, nt SI! a day's work that should 
content fhe conscience of a mini half a 



century his junior. His salary as High 
Commissioner is SI 2. (MM) (£2,400) a year 
but to a man who is rich even among the 
very rich ilial sum can he regarded only 
as a formal acknowledgment of his 'la- 
bors for the country which is a second 
motherland to hitn, and to the mother- 
land one of whose best and greatest Im- 
perial sous he is. Ii is an interesting 
study in self -discipline ami a sense of 
duty to think of a man entering on an 
a nl nous ofliee long after most men crave 
for rest — for he was seventy-seven when 
he became High Commissioner — and de- 
voting the late winter of his life to a 
new career, and then strewing that ca- 
reer with a hundred conspicuous achieve- 
ments, while fulfilling the tedious rou- 
tine of the olfice with a conscientious 

But hard wrk seems liqt only to sus- 
tain hut in rejuvenate him. Years ago 
he went to see Sir Andrew Clark, the 
physician of another (!. O. M„ and Sir 
Andrew told his patient that there was 
no reason why he should not live to look 
mil on a world years older and hotter 
than that on which he lirst looked — "if 
onlj he would keep on working." i 

Perhaps Sir Andrew divined that un- 
less the demon of energy within thai 
l.reasi were kept employed it would age 
and shatter the frame that held ft. At 

any rale Lord St ra I lloona s is to have 

i opted this counsel literally. Sir An- 
drew is dead and gone, but Lord Strath- 
cona and Mount Uoyal still keeps mi 
working, and seems to thrive the better 
for il. 

lie has himself said, indeed, that 
hard work is |he best tonic a man can 
have. "When he has his duty to do. he 
hasn't lime to think of himself, nor to 
■allow himself any indulgences which 
will make him slack and spoil him for 
good work." And s,i I.ord Strathcona 
keeps the Spartan tenor of his way. 

Duty— that is the keynote of his whole 
career, from the time when as a hoy in 
Morayshire he rend his Horace by rush- 
light, to those early years of another 
century which lind hitn with the snow of 
many Canadian winters on his head, 
"frosty yet kindly." nnd with the vigor 
of a sunny winter's day. 

He began his life in a middle-class 
home, was of good, middle-class parent- 
age, and, though he had no luxurious 
upbringing, received a good education. 
His brother was trained in medicine, 
and became an Army surgeon. Donald 
■Smith studied for the Imv, with tlie in- 
tention of entering Hie East Indian ser- 
vice—the old "John Company."

Itut in his teens 'no came to the cross- 
roads, anil had one morning to decide 
whether he would take an olliee stool 
offered him by his kinsmen, the brothers

The interval comprises a life of re- 
markable adventure and achievement. 

He gave a foretaste of his quality in 
selecting his career, and preferring the 
rigors of Canadaian winters and the 
hardships ami adventures of life in the 
Hudson Hay service to the easier life 
of an assured position under an Indian 
sun, or the humdrum certainty of a 
commercial career with its partnership 
prosaically sure. Only one young in 
heart and tough in fibre could stand such 
a life as he led Iu Labrador, but with 
all that life behind him he was aide, 
long after, to say that he could look back 
upon it with gratitude. "A man who 

has I n frozen and roasted by turns 

every year," he once said, "must he the 
tougher for it if he survives il at all." 

So behold Donald Smith flourishing in 
a temperature often far below zero, but 
with a buoyant temperament equally 
maintained at summer heat. He ad- 
vanced ..steadily through the ordained 
stages of promotion. 

He soon became known as one of the 
best bargainers for furs in the coin- I 
pony's service,, and picked up the din- ! 
loots of the Indian tribes with a re- J 
markable facility. From clerk he lie- i 
came trader, at which most men in the 
service stopped. Hut he passed into | 
the grade beyond, which was reserved | 
only for those of high administrative 

talents, been factor, and then chief I 

factor. At every rise he became a 
little richer — for the company paid its 
servants "by results" — anil as chief fac- 
tor he was transferred to those North- 
west Provinces with whose subsequent 
development he had so much to do, and 
so he rose to be the supreme head of the 
company, and was the last resident-gov- 
ernor of that great "honorable company 
of adventurers," which begun its cor- 
porate career under the seal of the 
Merry Monarch.

His only hope of saving his eyesight 
lay in ii journey to Montreal, a journey 
of 500 mihs by dog sleighs over a laud 
buried in snow, and with trading posts 
I'ew and I'ai- between.

II was the .severest win- 
ter in his thirty years' experience of 
Labrador, and after-two months of hard 
travel during October and November be 
rencbeil Montreal. An operation was 
performed, lie recovered his .sight, and 
then the journey hack had to he faced, 
Friends sought to dissuade him from the 



rashness of attempting such a journey 
in December and January, hut his sense 
of duty nerved him for the trial, and 
he set out out. with the misgivings of 
his Indian guides. They perished by the 
way and he finished the last hundred 
miles of that terrible journey alone. 

Only pluck, energy, and a sense of 
duly could have carried him through. 
Hut they are eharacteri.stics"of him. and 
as his predecessor in (lie High Oomniis- 
sionership, Sir Charles Tupper. said. 
"Only the pluck, energy, and determin- 
ation of I.ord Strathcona carried the un- 
dertaking of the Canadian Pacific Bail- 
way to success." For, as everybody 
knows. Lord Strathcona was and is the 
moving spirit of linn vasi Imperial en- 
terprise, lie also it was who backed 
up Mr. Hill in securing the Great North- 
ern railway, that opened up Winnipeg 
from Hutch bondholders, and when the 
deal was completed. American financi- 
ers, feeling that they had been caught 
asleep, offered a sum for it which would 
have added some three millions to Lord 
'Strathcona's profits. Itut he said: "No, 
Mr. Hill is a very old friend of mine, 
and we are in this deal together." 

In a narrow sense, ii may he said that 
Lord Strathcona has no politics, He is 
trusted by both parties of the Domin- 
ion in his impartial office here, and en- 
joys the equal respect and confidence of 
all English parlies. Bui in tlie larger 
sense his is one of the great political 
minds of the age, and to him politics 
are summed up in the great ideal of Im- 
perialism. His tirst taste of politics 
came when he was appointed by the Do- 
minion as Chief Commissioner to inquire 
into the causes of the Bed River Re- 
bellion, which Sir (la met Wolsoley was 
sent out lo suppress: I.ord Wolseley 
has written in his "Story of a Soldier's 
Life" that Mr. Donald Smith gave every 
help to the expedition, "and his word 
was law in all that wide region." 

Lord Strathcona once said that even 
if a Scotsman lived a lifetime abroad, a 
Scotsman he remained; and the ubi- 
quity nnd adVenturonKiiess of the race is 
a favorite conversational I heme with 
him. He once told, to illustrate this rac- 
ial characteristic, the story of a Scots- 
man in Shanghai who betted an incredul- 
ous Scotsman that he would discover a 
Scotsman in every ship in the harbor, 
and who, going to each ship in turn and 
calling "Are you there, Mac?" into the 
engine room, got an "Aye. aye," every 
time. Two other distinguished Scois 
wiin have become rich and powerful are 
close friends of his — one Lord Mount 
Stephen, his cousin, and the other Mr. 
Carnegie, 

But iii' differs from fhe latter by 
thinking it impossible that Canada and 
the United Stales will ever be found 
joined together, and all his long life has 
been the forging of a link between the 
Mother country and the Dominion. 

As a benefactor and philanthropist, 
Lord Strathcona ranks among the mosi 
princely givers of modern times.. A list 
of his "known ami public benefactions 
would be long: but his unknown and pri- 
vnle benef act ions must be so numerous 
that he could not recall a titlw of them.

both sides of the Atlantic. His im- 
perialism, as well as his munificence, 
was attested when he raised a troop of 
SOU horse for service in the South Af- 
rican war. and as a well-deserved com- 
pliment in him it is now to he perman- 
ently maintained and bears his name. 
His wife is also moved by the same

standing manifestations of his nature. 

I and his whole life is an inspiration and 
a rich legacy of example. He has only 
one chilil, a daughter who is married lo 
Dr. Bliss Howard, a Canadian doctor, 
who has settled near Hurley street, and 
by a special remainder the title will des- 
cend to her and to her ho*ys nvale. and 
so a name which will be for ever linked 
with this great period of Imperial ex- 
pansion will he preserved in the days to 
come.

Under the above caption the Condon 
Daily Mail, (over seas edition) has the 
the following interesting article: — 

The Canadian Pacific Railway Com- 
pany's mail steamer Empress of China 
arrived at Hongkong on Sunday, having 
reached that port in twenty-nine and a 
half days from Liverpool. The actual 
time for the journey of 13,000 miles was 
twenty-nine days, seven hours, thirty- 
nine minutes — or four hours, twenty- 
five minutes within the lime allowed by 
the post office. The performance is a 
most noteworthy one. and even this re- 
cord time for an illl-Rritish route would 
no doubt base been improved upon hut 
for the typhoon at Hongkong. 

The efforts of the Canadian Pacific 
company have elicited an equally spirit- 
ed reply from the Peninsular nnd Orient- 
al company, which carries mails to Hong- 
kong by the eastern route and the Seii7, 
canal. The P. and O. service has al- 
ready transported the London mail to 
the Par Eastern island in twenty-four 
days, and made a fresh record. Il has 
done this by making use of the Preach 
and Italian railways, so that British cor- 
respondence has been transported over 
a route which is nol entirely under the 
flag. That however is a fact which will 
not much trouble the business man in 
time of peace, though ii might turn Ihe 
scale in war and lead him to prefer the 
all-l'rilish line. If is satisfactory to see 
two grout British companies thus mak- 
ing the running time against one another 
and to find thai both are stimulated by 
healthy competition. The enterprise of 
the Canadian Pacific has as its first re- 
sult produced the acceleration of the P. 
and 0. service, and thus the public has 
reaped a gain of three or four days 
which, bill fdr the Canadian Pacific, 
might have been long 111 Coming. 

The P. and O. mail steamship Delhi 
loft London, bound eastwards, at tin 1 
same lime as tlie Canadian Pacific 
company's bonl sailed westwards, and 
arrived at Hongkong on September 18, 
1M 1-2 days from London, so thai the 
all-British route was nearly beaten by 
five days: but, nevertheless, the CniUl- 
diftn Pacific has done a tremendous ser- 
vice to the Empire, and no doubt n few- 
years' development will bring thoin with- 
in hailing distance, as it. were, of tho P. 
and 0. company's time. The latter com- 
pany's mails are carried by special ex- 
press to Brindisi, by express boat (tlie 
Isis or Osiris) to Port Said, and thence 
by the Delhi through the Canal, Red Sea, 
Colombo, Pcnung. and Sinapore, The 
average distance per day by the Penin- 
sular and Oriental route is nearly ntM) 
miles, and thai by the Canadian Pacific 
about. 414. The effort, of the Canadian 
Pacific railway to. create u record by 
delivering (he mails in twenty-nine days 
has,, therefore doubly failed; first owing 
lo the actual time being exceeded by 
eight hours, and second by the 1'. and O. 



beating them by four days; but these 
fuels do not in the least degree detract 
from [he praise duo to the Canadian 
company for their patriotic efforts. 

The shrinkage in distance is one of the 
most striking features of our modern 
civilization. Twenty or thirty years ago 
it needed the audacity and Imagination 
of a Jules Verne to suppose that the 
circuit of the globe could be accomplish- 
ed in eighty days. Iu the immediate 
future the circuit of the earth will he 
achieved in less thai forty - five days. 
Prom Liverpool to Yokohama, by the 
Canadian Pacific route has been covered 
on the present occasion in twenty-three 
days. Prom Yokohama the Japanese 
railways are now working to Shimono- 
soki. whence in a year or two passengers 
will be carried by steamer lo Pusan, in 
Korea, and then by train up the great 
.system of Japanese railways (o Mukden 
and the Siberian line. As soon as the 
new Japanese railways in Korea, and 
Manchuria are complete, which will be 
very shortly, the run from Yokohama to 
Irkutsk will not require more than six 
or seven days, if so much. Prom Irkutsk 
to Liverpool is at the present moment 
a journey of eleven days. Thus, by 
using the Siberian route, iu eighteen 
days the traveler will he able to reach 
Liverpool from Yokohama, via Asia, nnd 
via America in twenty-three days. To 
what extent these times -will he lowered 
cannot be forseen. 'The Canadian Paci- 
fic may build larger steamers for its 
Pacific work as the Iralllc grows, and 
thus gain n couple of days. The trains 
on its land system lpay be accelerated, 
nnd some hours saved. On the Russian 
and Japanese lines there is great room 
for improvement of traffic. 

When the Canndinn Pacific line was 
built IU great strategic advantage was a 
matter of general comment. The com- 
pany has now brought EJngland within 
about three weeks of the Par Hast by a 
route which will be exceedingly difficult 
of attack in time of war. Its advance 
is thus a fit subject for national congra- 
tulation. But in the near future there 
will be Ihree or four great Canadian 
lines, running from ocean to ocean, each 
with its steamer connections at either 
terminus, binding England in tho Par 
Kast. The service which railway devel- 
opment in Canada is rendering to the 
Empire can scarcely be exaggerated ; 
even India by the Canndinn routes will 
be distant, only thirty - eight days from 
Liverpool, while to Eastern Australia by 
the snnie routes will be a journey of but 
a month. Who, forty years ago, whon 
Canada was popularly supposed to be a 
region of snow and ice, could have an- 
ticipated that in little more than a gener- 
ation (be magnificent enterprise of her 
citizens and Government would have 
covered the vast prairies with parallel 
tracks nnd stretched out tentacles east 
•and west over half the world.

sey. The Yankee jinrikisha has invaded 
the Fast, and its .invasion promises to 
result iii a permanent occupation ol 
countries where cheap labor would seem 
to forbid sales of American goods. 

The Yankee 'rikisha manufacturer 
competes on prices first. He sells ve- 
hicles as good as the native product at 
as low as sixteen dollars and no higher 
than forty dollars. Americnn factory 
methods permit turning them out in 
large numbers on the duplicate system. 
Ho also competes in quality, making 
jlnrikishas with ball bearings, bicycle 
wheels, and cushion tires at eighty dol- 
lars. 

Different types of 'rikishas arc made 
for different countries. The vehible is 
common in Lagos, Ceylon, anil ninny 
.other localities, each of which has ils 
I preferences in the way of weight, height, 
I hood, bells, lamps, colors, arid cushions. 
I The New .Jersey factory also supplies 
the "ponsee-poilSee," used in Madagas- 
car. II is a variety of jinrikishu, with 
hood and springs. 

Another is the "Corean cnb." which is 
nothing more than an improvement on 
the clumsy Chinese wheelbarrow, with 
its single wheel, familiar as n passenger 
vehicle in all Chinese cities. "The Core- 
an cab" litis a single wheel fitted witlt « 



pneumatic tire, and seats one passenger, 
the seal being placed high over the 
wheel. Coolies in f.ronl and behind bal- 
ance and propel it. ami Hie vehicle is 
capable of gooil speed. 

When the Yankee 'rikisha was intro- 
duced on Ho wesi coast of Africa, il 
was so ii n-ii lighter than the vehicles 
previously hiiown that the lirsc' Zulu 

who drew i presently stopped, lifted 

the vehicle and ils passenger to ins 
head, and wauled lo cany it, that way 
being easier. American wheelbarrows 
were introduced about the same time, 
ami n coin raetor who supplied flielll to 
his Fund laborers, returning in a few 
limits, found llieni all being 
wnter-jttg fashion.

A boy is allowed to he so mis- 
chievous that, as a Japanese proverb 
says, "even the boles by .the roadside 
hate a boy six or seven years old." Pun- 
ishment is rare, and the entire house- 
hold, servants and all, will intercede for 
the offender, the little brothers and sis- 
tors offering to take the punishment 
themselves. 

Whipping is not common; but its sub- 
stitute, the nioxn, or burning, is more 
severe. But frightening a child by nil- 
gry looks or harsh words is condemned. 
To ship about the head is proof of vul- 
garity and ignorance; nor are they pun- 
ished by keeping them from play or de- 
priving the niof some special food or 
pleasure. Perfect patience with child- 
ren Is expected, and admonition is the 
chief restraint exercised, until they go to 
■school. 

Hero the restrain) is the common 
sentiment of the class under {he direc- 
tion of the teacher. Each class has two 
little captains, arid one of these gives 
orders. In the higher clnsscs this press-

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It has been and is slill believed by 
some that to break a broncho he must 
he roped, thrown, beaten, conquered be- 
fore he can be utilized, writes a contri- 
butor vo Forest and Stream. I believed 
so once, but the method has always 
struck me as a dead failure. Were the 
breaker of as line intellect as the bron- 
cho, in many instances he might grace- 
fully submit to a reversal of situations 
and allow the broncho lo train him, for 
out of the bruins of the broncho we mny 
learn wisdom, as well as out of the 
mouths of babes anil sucklings. 

1 had a friend once, as brave a man 
as ever graced a saddle, leveled a Win- 
chester, or loved a child, and he owned 
a broncho. If he would saddle Hie ani- 
mal once or three times a day the pony 
must he roped, thrown, and blinded on 
each occasion. My friend said it was 
"the nature of the brute." 1 know he 
could not he wantonly unkind lo any- 
thing. It never occurred to me t lint: it 
might he education, and that nature hud 
nothing to do with it.

Away on the western slopes of the 
Ural Mountains, near the Vialka river, 
burled among pine woods, lies the little 
village of Olkhovka. There Vania 
(Ivan) was born, and there he passed 
the first twenty-one years of his life. 
He worked with his father in summer 
In the fields, in winter In the woods, 
and he thought of blue-eyed Natacha, 
the only daughter of Sldor the Rich. 
Anil he was a line, handsome, upstand- 
ing young fellow. Natacha thought of 
him, and they used to meet of an even- 
ing in the pine woods near the village 
and talk of marriage. But one day In 
autumn Yemellan Sergovltch, the vil- 
lage bailiff, brought a paper from the 
distant town, which ordered Vania and 
four other boys from tbe village to re- 
port themselves to the military chief 
of_the district. 

~Si-o him then outside the military de- 
pot sitting on the ground eating sun- 
flower seeds. With him are snmo 
hundreds of. young men from the vil- 
lages for many miles around.

The 
night wind gently sighing in the pine 
trees has a melancholy sound. 

For almost the whole fortnight ho 
drinks and sings with the two other 
boys of the village who have been 
taken. Troshka, the old soldier, tells 
them many stories; he tells how he 
Troshka. went against the Turk, and 
how their Father, the Czar Alexander 
Nicolaievltch came to the hospital after 
Plevna, bent over his bed and pinned 
the St. George's Cross ond bis shirt, 
calling him "Brave fellow"; and how 
the whole hospital, and he, Troshka, 
shouted "Hooray!" Glad to strive for 
yourSinperlal Majesty." Natacha was 
fearful that in his absence her father 
would order her to marry another; but 
she would wait; her great tresses and 
her bright eyes were for Vania alone; 
but alas! her father was a severe man.

And 
she put a little holy linage around bis 
neck to keep away the evil. Meun- 
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while his sisters packed his box and 
put in It shirts and towels and loaves 
or bread for the journey. Then they 
all sat down for the last time under 
the holy images and Vania went. 

At the district town he and some 
fifty cither picked recruits were placed 
in railway wagons and sent off to 
Petersburg In charge, of an escort. For 
a whole week fhey traveled; on and on 
through forests and across immense 
plains, over great rivers and through 
towns and villages. Oh, my little 
Fathers,- but the world was very big. 
At last, Petersburg. Vanfa Is by no 
means clear as to what happened 
during the next few days; be saw 
vast crowds and innumerable carriages 
and great gentlemen and ladies; houses 
immensely bigger, than churches, nnd 
there was a ceaseless roar of traffic.

In the receiving barracks were men 
speaking all languages — Tartars, Jews, 
Poles, Burials and Russians with bast 
hoots and red shirts.

He 
cried for his home, for the great pine 
woods, for Nata; and he thought of 
his father's sick cow, and wondered 
how they would do without him. He 
longed, too, for his mother. And this 
fair-haired young giant cried himself 
to sleep. 

After dinner on the fourth day Vania 
and some forty other recruits wore or- 
dered to take their boxes and do down 
to the barracks square. There were 
many soldiers there, In beautiful uni- 
forms, with high red collars.

Then 
an order was given, the band played, 
the soldiers closed around Vania and 
the other recruits; they marched out 
Into the street, and after ii long march 
they came to another barracks, where 
Ihere seemed to be hundreds of soldiers 
in the same beautiful uniform. Again 
Vania Is made to stand In lino with tlie 
other recruits and an old. off leer comes 
unci addresses them. 

"My children, a great honor hns 
come to you; you tire to he the soldiers 
of the Preobrajensky Regiment of 
Guards of His Imperial Majesty the 
Czar, our Father," 

This was all Vania understood; the 
speech was long, but the language was 
too difficult for him; oven the priest 
at home could not speak so well; be- 
sides, he was frightened at seeing so 
many high officers and such a great 
number of soldiers. At last the officer 
finished, and the soldiers shouted a re- 
ply. A younger officer came with a 
paper and called tbe names of the re- 
cruits. When Vania was called a sol- 
dier stepped forward and told him to 
take his box and come with him. Then 
Vania found himself in a great barrack 
room In which there were four rows of 
little beds. The soldier pointed to a 
bed next to his own, and told Vania 
that was to bo his. For six months, 
so long, that is, as he was a recruit 
and had not taken his second oath, nor 
received his uniform. It would bo 
Vanla's duty to obey this soldier impli- 
citly and learn from him his military 
duties. Such a soldier is called the 
recruit's "Little Uncle," and he Is an- 
swerable to the officers for the prog- 
ress of his pupil. Vanla's Little Uncle 
was a tall, fair man, with a broad, 
good-humored face and smiling eyes. 
He had been through the great war 
and won many medals. One quality 
lie had — this Little Uncle— which went 
near to ruin the little pensnnt homo 
by the Vlatka river — ho had a perfect- 
ly Insatiable thirst and a ravenous 
hunger for sausages and white bread, 
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Among the passengers on the east- 
ibonnd Canadian Pacific train Inst night, 
says the Winnipeg Free l'rcss of Sept. 
:28th, were Mr. mid Mrs. C. E. YVhit- 
takor, and their little daughter, of 
'Herschell Slnnd. Mr. Whitta'ker i.s a 
clergyman of the Church of England, 
"who went to the fnr north for the first 
'time in the summer of 1805. During 
the first five years of his resilience in 
the north, lie was located at Fort Mc- 
I 'hereon, some two hundred miles south 
of the island. In l!i(M) he came south 
on furlough, returning in IU0.1. Since 
returning to. the north in 1001, lie has 
been with his wife, a resident of ller- 
M'hell island, where hp has been in 
charge of the Church of England to the 
Eskimo. 

"Our journey to our old home in the 
cast has been a long one, as it is al- 
most unnecessary to say," said. Mr. 
Whltfaker to a Free Press reporter hist 
night. "Before taking the train at 
Edmonton, we had been on the road for 
ten successive weeks. This is without 
including the two months during which 
wo remained at Fori McFherson. We 
left Herschell island by dog sleigh 
bringing with us Hie body of our littl 
jrir!( who hud died on the island. Tin 
journey to the Fort occupied us for fif 
teen days. The trip can lie made ii 
much less time, if yon have a first olns: 
dog team. We had several Eskimos 
with us, to bring along our equipment 
of various kinds. It is. of course, es- 
sential that we shoud reach the Kurt in 
good time to catch the steamer. If you 
miss one train in this country, you can 
got another the next day. At the Fort, 
if you miss the steamer, von must go 
hack home and wait till next year. Our 
trip up the Mackenzie was quite un- 
eventful. There were about thirty pas- 
sengers on board and we had a pleas- 
ant trip. 

"During hist winter there were live 
whalers frozen in at the island. These 
were Hie Bowhead, Die Kurlnek, the 
Jeanette. (he T-hranheiv ami the Alex- 
ander. The Bowhead had spent two win- 
ters in the north before tin' hist, and 
the Karluek one. The remaining three 
were spending their first year. In all 
there were about •_ > OI) men in the party, 
and Iwo of the captains had their wives 
with them. The Bowhead and the Kar- 
luek were 'both somewhat short of sup- 
plies, as it had been their purpose to 
reach San Francisco at the close of 
1!>0. r >. However, the remaining three 
boats, which had left the port of San 
Francisco in the spring of 1!H>5, were 
well supplied witli provisions and were 
able to afford provisions to the remain- 
ing two whalers. 1 luring the winter, 
it was also arranged that the Eskimo 
would bring in as many caribou as pos- 
sible, and about a thousand were killed 
and delivered to the ships. In spite of 
this fart, all the sailors were on short 
rations during the winter and spring. 
It was anticipated that in .Inly, the sup- 
plies would reach the whalers with sup- 
plies for the summer, fall and winter. 

"The situation in the far north is to 
some extent relieved by the presence id' 
the whalers and the explorers, but- tire 
life is still one of very great isolation', 
and. loneliness. -The s- a t IIerseheH> 
island are already beginning to grow 
shorter and in nine or ten weeks, our 
friends there will be taking their last 
look at the sun. For about two months 
the sun does not show itself. During 
this interval there are a few hours each 
day when it is possible to go about with- 
out a light, and indeed there is n toler- 
able twilight. In , mr 'Home, however, 
j' is essary In keep the lamp burn- 
ing throughout the entire dav. At no 
lime is | here \\ K \,\ enough to read a 
paper within doors. 

"All our supplies on the island are 
brought to us from San Francisco, and

slate from San .Francisco. We are al- 
most always able to get fresh caribou 
meat from the Eskimo hunters and 
white fish, salmon and herring are also 
obtainable. 

"The Eskimo, in whose behalf the 



of them have been baptized. They live 
chiefly on the seal and the cpribou 't ii 
on fish. It is to be said of them that 
they are in an infinitely better stale of 
health than the Indians of this and 
other portions of the country Where the 
natives have tome Into close contact 
with so-called civilization, There are 
more of these people than is usually 
supposed, the tribes being large and 
numerous. The people with -whom we 
come into eon 1 act are lull and well form- 
ed. There i.s a general impression that 
Hie Eskimo are a short race and this 
is, I oelieve, true of the tribes farther 
east. Our Eskimo are, 'however, tall 
and many of them are of line, appear- 
ance. The caribou which ihey hunt are 
still to lie found in undiminished num- 
bers. I have never seen the great rush 
of the caribou, but this sight, has been 
witnessed by all old Eskimo hunters. 
The deer are then to be, seen . in great 
droves and herds of hundreds of thou- 
sands, the herds occupying hours in 
passing a given point. In ordinary hunt- 
ing, however, the deer are usually seen 
a few at u time, two or three together, 
as .you would find them in this conn 
t ryY 

"The whalers, which usually outfit 
in San Fruneiseo, pursue an avocation 
which entails the possibility of large 
hisses, which may be more than com 
pensated for by unusually great gains. 
The value of the whale is confined for 
the most part to the whalebone of the 
head, the value of the bone of a single 
whale being estimated ai $10,000. This 
bone is the whale's substitute for teeth 
and presents a very beautiful appear- 
ance when it has nil been polished and 
prepared for shipment by I lie sailors. 
The season for active whaling operations 
is confined to the months of July. Aug- 
ust and September, the ordinary season 
being from July 10 to September .10. 
During this season the sea is open and 
the weather is more or less line. Ii 
cannot be said that we ever have any 
tine weather in t It'll 1 country, however. 
It is a region of which il can lie tHllj 
said that there are nine months of win- 
ter and three months of very bad Wea- 
ther. We never have, for instance, such 
weather as you have had to-day. We 
hover have an entire clear day. In the 
summer, when the weather ought '.'to', be 
fine, tlieir is apt to be sudden changes 
and a terrible storm of wind may arise 
with in a tew minutes without warn- 
ing of any kind. Last year we had 
snow every month of the year. The 
cold is not so severe according to I lie 
thermometer, the coldest recorded dur- 



ing the past year being 4i» below. The 
terrible thing about the climate is the 
tierce winds which blow so incessantly 
during the greater purl of the year. 
The average cold of the country is also 
very low, the average for the past year 
being degrees. _ The weather also 
continues very cold' for great lengths 
of time, weeks passim; when Hi" temper- 
ature does not rise above thirty or forty 
degrees below. During this period w 
must melt nil the water we use, and 
the tires must be kept constantly re- 
plenished. 

"The arrivals of the ships from Snn 
Francisco is^a , great event in our year. 
Iind"" their advent is watched fnr with 
great eagerness and some anxiety. 
These ships bring us all our supplies, 
and if they should fail us. we would gpl 
nothing for another year. We would 
still be abb- to live, but there would be 
considerable hardship. Only once in the 
past eleven years did the. whales fail us. 
the occasion being in 1808. That year 
they did not arrive owing to the early 
closing in of the ice. Another even; in 
the year is the annual re-appearance of 
the sun. Everyone goes out to see it 
anil welcome* it back. Those who live 
in the south can scarcely appreciate the 
meaning of the return of the sun, to 
those who live in the far north. 

"We have no medical help with lis 
and have to depend mi our own re- 
sources for everything thai may be ne- 
cessary in this way. During the past 
two winters there has been a doctor on 
one of th<> whalers and we occasionally 
had the benefit of bis advice. 

"We get news of the outside world 
only when the whalers arrive during the 
summer, and when travelers arrive by 
way of the Mackenzie river. We learn- 
ed of live destruction of Snn Francisco 
when tin- Wrigley arrived ai Fort Me- 
Pherson. 

.Mr. Stefansson. the anthropologist of 
the Anglo-American expedition, went on 
to Herschell island .and would give Hie 
whalers from Snn Francisco the first 
news of the catastrophe. To them ihe 
news would be id' the fi rs t v i m port a nee." 

Mr. ami Mrs. Wbillaker go cast n 
Brontfnrd. On!., where (be mother of 
tile clergyman lives.
